WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Admin- 
istration leaders in Congress advised 
President Roosevelt today to aban- 

‘gun his proposal to reduce the war 
debts, but they said Congress, de- 
spite strong opposition, would 
grant him authority to conclude 
tariff reciprocity agreements with 
foreign nations. 

Party spokesmen made a careful 
check of the debt situation in both 
Senate and House. The results 
were not based on guesswor!. The 
eanvass convinced them Congress 
would block any move to trespass 
on its authoriyt over the debts. 

Injection of the-debt issue would 
preclude adjournment by mid-May, 
as the President hopes, and would 
badly split Democratic ranks, lead- 
ers said. 

Congress Has Pians of Its Own. 


laying the ground work for an at- 
tempt at collection of the debts. 
This is the real significance of 
Senator Borah’s resolution, adopt- 
ed unanimously by the Senate, call- 
ing for debt statistics from the 
Treasury Department. Moves in 
both houses have shown hostility 
to any further leniency with de- 
faulters.

Tariff Message Likely Soon. 
The President has decided not 
to combine tariff and debt mes- 
sages. The debt message will be 
postponed until later in the ses- 
sion and may be ditched altogeth- 
er. The President’s idea was to 
bargain debt reduction for trade 
concessions, | 
A message asking for authority 
to negotiate tariff reciprocity 
agreements is expected within a 
week or ten days. The President 
regards tariff bargaining as the 
next essential phase of his recov- 
ery program. He believes a ground- 
work has been laid domestically 
for business revival, and that this 
should be supported by outlets for 
American products abroad. 

The President’s plan is to burgain 
on specific commodities with in- 
dividual nations. As a corollary, 

he United States, in return, will 
‘ave to admit, qntry of foreign 
products at reduced customs: duties. 
If the United States sells abroad, 
it will also have to buy from 
abroad in the bargain. 

Advisers foresee the necessity of 
readjustments in certain American 
industries if the plan goes into ef- 
fect. But they do not envision any 
serious damage, or any marked ad- 
verse effect on American employ- 
pent. Advisers argue that any

BERLIN, Jan. 6.—A taxicab ca- 
reened onto a sidewalk here today 
and the driver toppled out, dead 
of a heart stroke. The driver was 
Gen. Boris Tkatschenko.

Counsel for the Continental Life 
Insurance Co. denied in Circuit 
Court yesterday that the company 
was insolvent and asked for addi- 
tional time, which was granted, to 
prepare a defense in the suit insti- 
tuted by the State Insurance De- 
partment to dissolve the com any 
and enjoin it from further opera- 
tion. 

Judge Hamilton set the case 
for trial Friday, with the under- 
standing that the company was to 
file an answer by Wednesday. 

The Judge had previously issued 
subpenas to enable the Insurance 
Department to produce in. court 
records and papers concerning 
loans made to Ed Mays, president 
of the insurance company, and his 
associates or relativc:, by the two 


banks which Mays controls, and in 
which the insurance company has 
large deposits. 

Opens Records for Examination. 

The Court ordered that the insur- 
ance company’s attorneys be per- 
mitted to examine the monthly and 
annua! financial statements of the 
company and such other of its rec- 
ords as they wished, as well as 
copies of letters, telegrams ard re- 
ports sent by Insurance Superinten- 
dent O’Maliey to the insurance de- 
partments of other states or to the 
Comptroller of the Currency, as 
well. as correspondence between 
O’Malley and his representative, E. 
B. Toler, wito has been stationed 
at the insurance company’s office 
since last August. The order in- 
cluded authority to inspect work 
sheets of the Insurance Depart- 
ment’s examiners engaged in ap- 
praising the assets of the company. 

Meanwhile Toler, as agent of the 
Court, will remain in charge of the 
company under the Court’s order of 
last Wednesday temporarily _re- 
straining the company from opera- 
tion. 

The Insurance Superintendent 
charges in the pending suit that the 
company “has for a long time past 
been so grossly mismanaged that 
the same is now insolvent or will 
become greatly impaired and in- 
solvent if the present gross misman- 
agement of said company continues 
for any further length of time.” 

Company’s Counsel Explains. 

Speaking as new counsel engaged 
only last Thursday to defend the 
company, Theodore Rassieur said 
he intended to refute the charge of 
insolvency by recent statements of 
Supt. O’Malley to the insurance de- 
partments of other states that the 
company was “not only solvent but 
good.” That was why he wished 
access to the department’s file of 
letters and telegrams. 

Rassieur sought access to the 
work sheets of the department’s ex- 
aminers in order to learn their 
methods of appraising assets, for, 
he asserted, his client’s own rec- 
ords show it not only solvent, but 
as having a substantial surplus. The 
company’s resources and liabilities 
are carried on its books at about 
$17,000,000, including $500,000 of cap- 
ital stock. 

Appearing with Rassiéur in court 
as counsel for the company were 
former Circuit Judge Albert D. Nor- 
toni, Lowell L. Sparling and Frank 
Pace of Little Rock, Ark. Mays, 
who formerly was in the banking 
business in Arkansas and had busi- 
ness interests in Little Rock, was 
present at the hearing. He carried 
a bulky brief case. ; 

Supt. O’Malley, who appeared -in 
court with many papers and rec- 
ords, was represented by Attorneys 
Powell McHaney and A. A. Ridge. 
His attorneys opposed making the 
work sheets of the department’s 
examiners available to the com- 
pany’s lawyers, but offered no ob- 
jection to their‘inspection of other 
records. 

Courtroom Filled for Hearing. 

The courtroom was well filled 
when the case was called, many 
lawyers and insurance men being 
present and showing interest in the 
possibility of a vigorous contést. 

The Insurance Department indi- 
cated by subpenaing records of 
banks controlled by Mays that it

HOPKINS CUTS GOV, TALMADGE 
OUT OF THE CWA IN GEORGIA 


Says He Will Run Job From Wash- 
ington Through Woman Rep- 
resentative in State. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Harry 
Hopkins, civil works and relief ad- 
ministrator, today separated Gov. 
Talmadge of Georgia—whom he has 
accused of “headline hunting” and 
“yapping’—from all authority and 
association with the Civil Works 
and Relief Administration in his 
State. 

Hopkins dissolved the Talmadge- 
appointed Civil Works and Relief 
Board of Georgia and announced 
he would direct the work from 
Washington with Miss Gay Shep- 
person acting as his representative 
in Georgia. 

Relations between Talmadge and 
Hopkins became strained when Tal- 
madge criticised civil works poli- 
cies several weeks ago. Talmadge 
said wages were too high and that 
as a result people were being lured 
from. farms, thereby threatening a 
shortage of farm labor when the 
planting season arrived. 

Hopkins then telegraphed Ronald 
Ransom, chairman of the Georgia 
Civil Works and Relief Board, that 
he would withdraw civil works 
from the State immediately if those 
employed on this work could find 
jobs elsewhere, but immediately a 
stream of telegrams began to ar- 
tive at Hopkins’ office from 
Georgia, members of Congress, 
county commission members, May- 
ors and citizens, protesting against 
any let-up of civil works. 


PARAGUAY RESUMES WAR, 
BOLIVIAN REVOLT REPORTED 


Former Nation Ready to Resume 

Drive After 18-Day Armistice 

in Gran Chaco.

BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 6.—Para- 
guay officially announced tonight, | 
said advices from Asuncion, that 
warfare in the Gran Chaco would 
be resumed at midnight and that 
the 18-day armistice with Bolivia 
would not be extended. 

Soldiers stood to their arms pre- 
pared to recommence hostilities in- 
terrupted Dec. 19 by a truce ob- 
tained through mediation efforts of 
the Pan-American Conference and 
a League of Nations conciliation 
commission. 

Paraguan soldiers, along a 250- 
mile front, were ready to resume 
a drive which carried them more 
than 50 miles into vital enemy ter- 
ritory in the Fort Munoz sector the 
week preceding the armistice. 

The actual resumption of fight- 
ing, however, was made difficult in 
some regions by a fortnight of 
heavy rain.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6. — The 
last Senatorial objection to the con- 
firmation of Henry Morgenthau Jr. 
as Secretary of the Treasury was 
removed today by the resignation 
of Earle Bailie, whom he brought 


into the department as a special 
assistant in charge of fiscal affairs. 

The Senate Finance Committee 
voted favorably on the Morgenthau 
appointment this week but such 
forcible objection to Bailie’s con- 
tinuance was raised by Senator 
Couzens (Rep.), Michigan, that a 
Senate vote on confirmation was 
postponed to keep controversy from 
the floor. 

Bailie’s integrity was not ques- 
tioned, the objections of Couzens 
and his colleagues being based up- 
on Bailie’s previous and continuing 
association with the New York 
banking firm of J. and W. Selig- 
man & Co., which, Couzens con- 
tended, had floated several issues 
of foreign bonds now partially or 
wholly in default. 

Effective This Month. 

While Morgenthau’ said last 
Tuesday he expected Baillie to con- 
tinue with him on the temporary 
basis on which the latter entered 
the department, the secretary today 
announced he had accepted Bailie's 
resignation, submitted by letter, to 
become effective before the end of 
January. 

Bailie’s communication called at- 
tention to the understanding his 
services were to be temporary and 
said that, due to the recent death 
of a senior partner in J. and W. 
Seligman & Co., he felt he should 
devote his entire attention to the 
affairs of the firm. 

Because of Bailie’s long experi- 
ence in the investment banking 
field, Morgenthau’s plan was for 
him to take active charge of the 
vast borrowing operations which 
the Government must undertake in 
the next six months and for which 
plans were said today to be ad- 
vancing. 

To pay the costs of the recovery 
program, Government securities to- 
taling six billion dollars must be 
floated, President Roosevelt report- 
ed to Congress this week, and an 
additiona] four. billions of Govern- 
ment paper must be issued to meet 
an equivalent amount of obliga- 
tions maturing before June 30. 


Came on Temporarily. 

. Bailie, in a month and a half in 
the Department, has been in close 
touch with developments of the 
President’s monetary program, with 
which he has professed full har- 
mony. The program has been ad- 
vancing by easy stages, with Con- 
gressional Inflationists demanding 
speed and more definite action. 

When the Morgenthau nomination 
was broughi up in committee, mem- 
bers of the Democratic majority 
held no objection but several felt 
‘as Couzens did about Bailie. They 
voted approval, with the under- 
standing a final Senate vote would 
be postponed pending efforts to 
reach an agreement. 

Bailie came into the Department 
on what was then described as a 
“temporary basis.” Morgenthau 
then held the title of undersecre- 
tary and, -vith Secretary Woodin 
on leave of absence, was serving 
as acting head of the Department. 
Bailie was given the title of special 
assistant to Morgenthau. In this 
capacity he handled the work ordi- 
narily assigned to the under secre- 
tary and as such his appointment 
did not require Senate confirmation. 

With Woodin’s resignation and 
Morgenthau’s promotion to the 
title as well as responsibilities of 
secretary, however, the office of un- 
der secretary was left vacant.

AIDNAPER KLUTAS | 


SLAIN IN TRAP SET 
BY CHICAGO POLICE 


Leader of ‘College Gang- 
sters,, Sought 7 Years, 
Shot as He Tries to Flee 
From Suburban Hideout. 


7 OTHERS CAPTURED, 
ONE ESCAPED CONVICT 


Chief Named in Nearly 
Dozen Abductions and 
Extortions—3 Associates 
Go to Trial This Week. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 6.—“Handsome 
Jack” Klutas, leader of a midwest 
kidnap band, was shot and killed 
in a police trap today at a suburban 
apartment where he had been liv- 


ing under the guise of a secret serv- 
ice operative. 

Seven persons were caught and 
taken to headquaretrs from Bell- 
wood where the trap was laid. One 
of them was identified as Walter 
Detrick, escaped convict, and one 
of the John Dillinger garng of 
outlaws. 

Klutas fell under fire of police 
bullets when he attempted to dash 
to freedom from the apartment 
which had been under the surveil- 
lance of State’s Attorney Police for 
ten days. 

Police today received definite 
word of Kluta’s whereabouts. A 
squad under Police Lieut. Frank 
Johnson went to the house and first 
arrested two men, who, State’s At- 
torney Courtney said, disclosed de- 
tails of the gang leader’s hideout. 

Other members of the squad de- 
ployed about the building. Finally, 
Klutas and two others came ut. 
Johnson called to him to surrender. 
In reply, Klutas drew his pistol 
and started firing. 

A Gang Leader Dies. 

But Johnson’s squad was ready. 
They poured bullets into Kluta’s 
body from many directions. The 
gang leader fell dead. 

Inside the place police found tear 
gas bombs, weapons and other 
gangster equipment. 

The shooting occurred across the 
street from the home . of. Police 
Chief Eggebrecht of Bellwood. Klu- 
tas, to explain his sudden comings 
and goings, had told his landlord 
that he was a Government secret 
service agent. ' 

Sought for Seven Years. 

The killing of Klutas ended a 
seven-year search for the former 
University of Illinois student who 
left the campus to head the notor- 
ious “collegiate band,” named in 
nearly a dozen kidnapings and ex- 
tortions which hetted more than a 
half million dollars. 

Melvin H. Purvis, head of the lo- 
cal police of the United States Bu- 
reau of Investigation, described 
Klutas and his henchmen, as_ the 
“smartest” gangsters in the nation. 

Three members of the gang pre- 
viously apprehended are due to ap- 
pear in court next week for their 
alleged participation in the abduc- 
tion of James Hackett, Blue Island 
gangster. 

Another reputed associate, Rus- 
sell Hughes, was slain two months 
ago in Peoria, Ill., Klutas’ original 
home. A policeman was shot dead 
as Hughes sought to evade arrest. 

Two other alleged members of 
the gang, Eddie Wagner and Eddie 
LaRue, were indicted along with 
the three scheduled to go on trial 
Monday for the Hackett kidnaping. 
They have not been captured. 

Three Others Captured. 

A quiet campaign by police re- 
sulted in the apprehension of Frank 
Souder, Benton, Ill., Julian (Bahe) 
Jones of St. Charles and Gale Swol- 
ley of Peoria as members of the 
Klutas gang some months ago. 
They were held in private impris- 
onment, while officers questioned 
them and one, according to police, 
finally “talked.” 

He described, officers said, many 
operations of the gang from its 
first kidnaping, that of William Ur- 
ban of Peoria, on through the ab- 
duction of James Ward, of Hackett, 
their No. 3, and disclosed that “the 
brother-in-law of a nationally 
known politiciar also was on their” 
roster.

Over Dealers’ Reduction

CHICAGO, Jan. 6—A milk em- 
bargo, marked by violence and 
threatening the city’s comfort and 


health, tightened around Chicago 
tonight as 18,000 angry farmers 
picketed highways and halted their 
neighbors’ attempts to deliver milk. 

Chicago and many towns within 
a radius of 100 miles were facing 
a milk shortage by Monday. In 
some of the towns, dairy companies 
announced they would be able to 
make no Sunday deliveries. 

Thousands of gallons of milk 
were dumped on highways. Farm- 
ers in Illinois, Wisconsin, and In- 
diana were taking part in the 
strike. 

Even the big dairy companies of 
Chicago admitted their supplies had 
been cut seriously. An official of 
the Pure Milk Association, organi- 
zation of farmers which called the 
strike, declared Chicago received 
“less than 20 per cent” of its nor- 
mal supply. 

Hospitals Are Supplied. 

Only dairies supplying hospitals 
and other institutions were allowed 
to obtain their quotas from farm- 
ers. Steps were taken, also, to as- 
sure adequate supplies for infants. 

The Wisconsin co-operative milk 
pool, instigator of strikes of its 
own not long ago, announced it 
would fight the strike by shipping 
milk into Chicago, but officials of 
the PMA said they doubted if such 
action would have any serious ef- 
fect on the embargo. ; 

There was an attitude of “let 
them try it” among PMA officials, 
but all denied any intention of re- 
commending violence. They insist- 
ed the strike consisted only of as- 
sociation members withholding their 
produce. Nevertheless a number of 
dairy trucks supplying independent

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 6.—On 
the basis of a tentative agreement 
reached tonight in the joint con- 
ference committee on sales tax 
legislation, it appeared probable the 
bill to be recommended to the 
Legislature Monday will produce 
only a little less than the $7,000,000 
which Governor Park has insisted 
will be necessary to provide suf- . 
ficient unemployment relief funds 

and balance the State budget. 
The committee, which will be un- 
able to complete its work tonight,

fixed $6,000,000 as the goal to be 


reached, in deciding the rate of tax- 
ation and the businesses to be 
taxed. ‘It has not yet reached the 
stage of fixing the rate, but it is 
expected this will be either one-half 
or five-eighths of one per cent, 
though it might go as high as 
three-quarters. 

Unless there is a change in the 
agreement tentatively reached, the 
tax will be made to apply to all re- 
tail sales of tangible personal prop- 
erty, all admissions to amusements 
and athletic events, all telephone, 
telegraph, electric, gas and water 
service by public utilities, all trans- 
portation fares and freight services 
and laundries and cleaners and 
dyers. 

The committee struck from the 
Senate amendment to the House 
bill sections which included taxes 
on salaries, wages, commissions 
and fees in excess of $100 a month, 
taxes on radio transmission charges 
and on newspaper advertising and 
circulation, as well as a general 
section which included all unnamed 
services for valuable consideration. 

ons on Revenue Yield. 

During the course of the debate 
in the Senate when the sales tax 
was under consideration, the vol 
ume of business which would be in- 
cluded under the tentative agree- 
ment now reached by the commit- 
tee was estimated at $1,300,000,000. 
This figure, of course, is only a 
rough estimate, but on that amount 
a tax of % of 1 per cent would be 
$6,500,000. At % of 1 per cent it 
would be $8,125,000, and at % of 1 
per cent, $9,750,000. 

As the committee had decided on 
$6,000,000 as the amount’ to be 
raised, it is the expectation that 
the % per cent rate will be decided 
on, as that would produce approxi- 
mately $6,000,000 for unemploy~- 
ment relief and other purposes, 
after deduction of the cost of ad- 
ministration and the losses which 
it is estimated would come from 
tax evasions. 

From this tax and from the tax 
to be obtained from intoxicating

GIVES THE DETAILS 
IN ANSWER TO MAYS 


Relates He First Borrowed| 


$9000 to Buy Farm and 
Figure Grew in Deals 
Over Period of Years. 


Charles G. Revelle, ousted last| 


Tuesday as general counsel for the 
Continental Life Insurance Co., re- 
lated to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yésterday the details of his $60,000 
indebtedness to that company. His 


remarks were in reply to an asser- 
tion by Ed Mays, president of the 
insurance company, that Revelle 
was the only director of the com- 
pany who was indebted to it. 

Revelle said his indebtedness is 
adequately secured by a $30,000 
first deed of trust on his home at 
7201 Maryland avenue, University 
City, a farm and other deeds of 
trust. This indebtedness, accumu- 
lated over a period of years, began, 
Revelle said, before he was con- 
nected with the Continental Life 
Insurance Co., when he borrowed 
$9000 from the company to buy the 
farm. 

Two Loans With Grand National. 

Later, Revelle said, he negotiated 
two loans totaling $54,000 with the 
Grand National Bank, to protect 
his stock market holdings at the 
time of the 1929 crash, and to buy 
first deeds of trust which he had 
an opportunity to purchase cheap. 
His stocks were posted as collateral 
for the first loan, he said, and the 
deeds of trust secured the second 
one, 

Mays, president of the bank, 
sold the stocks when the mar- 
ket declined, Revelle said, and 
left him still owing the bank $18,- 
000 on a $43,000 loan, which was 
then unsecured. The bank also had 
the other loan for $11,000, Revelle 
said, secured by the deeds of trust. 

About June, 1932, Revelle said, he 
learned that Mays had sold these 
loans to the insurance company. 
Revelle said that he, then a direc- 
tor of the insurance company, dis- 
approved of that transaction be- 
cause the loans were not properly 
secured. He said he was not con- 
cerned about the security of the 
loans while they were in the bank, 
because he felt that he had a claim 
against the bank for selling his col- 
lateral. 

Refinanced Mortgage on Home. 

About the same time, Revelle 
said, it became necessary for him 
tc refinance a $20,000 mortgage on 
his home, Mays, he said, sought the 
loan as an investment for the insur- 
ance company, and had the prop- 
erty appraised, giving it a valua- 
tion of $45,000. 

Although Revelle needed only 
$20,000 to refinance the mortgage, 
he said, he had the mortgage made 
out for $30,000, the maximum the 
insurance company could lend on 
the $45,000 appraisal, and applied 
the excess $10,000 of the mortgage 
as further security for the Grand 
National Bank loans which Mays, 
without his knowledge, had sold to 
the insurance company. 

Mays’ statement that he was the 
only director of the insurance com- 
pany indebted to it, Revelle said, 
was “literally true, but is fairly rep- 
resentative of his methods.” Mays, 
members of his family, and his im- 
mediate associates owe the Well- 
ston Trust Co. about $500,000 and 
the Grand National Bank about 
$460,000, Revelle said, and these 
loans were made possible by main- 
taining deposits of the Continental] 
Life Insurance Co. in the banks 
equal to, or exceeding, the amount 
of the loans. 

Moreover, he declared, the loans 
were made on a class of security 
which the law would not permit the 
insurance company to carry direct- 
ly, and are of a character that tne 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion held to be without any collat- 
eral value -whatever, The collat- 
eral, he said, is chiefly stock of the 
Continental Securities & Holding 
Coa., which owns 72 per cent of the 
Continental Life Insurance Co. and 
a block of stock of the Grand Na- 
tional Bank. 

Revelle Lists Loans. 

Revelle’s statement that Mays 
and his associates owe the Wellston 
Trust Co. $500,000 includes as a 
loan the $276,000 that bank pdid in 
1931 for 2400 shares of stock of 
the Grand National Bank, bought 
at the rate of $115 a share. When 
that purchase was made, the'Con- 
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tinental Securities & Holding Co. 
executed an agreement to buy back 
the stock later, but it is still held 
by the Wellston Trust Co. ‘The re- 
purchase agreement was extended 
after one year, and as a guaranty 
that the extended agreement would 
be carried out, 21,000 shares of the 
Continental Life Insurance Co, 
stock were posted as additional 
collateral with the Wellston Trust 
Co. 

The Mays loans, on Revelle’s cal- 
culation, amount to more than half 
the total deposits of the Wellston 
Trust Co., which are about $912,000. 
Similar loans by the Grand Nation- 
al Bank are about 25 per cent of 
its deposits, which total $1,774,000. 

If the Mays loans were paid, or 
if they were amply secured, Revelle 
said, there would be little difficulty 
in reopening the banks. The Wells- 
ton Trust Co. is to be liquidated by 
the State Finance Commissioner 
and appointment of a receiver to 
liquidate the Grand National Bank 
is being considered in Washington 
by the Comptroller of the Currency.

Revelle, who was ousted by the

Wellston Trust Co., both controlled 
by Mays, was about $960,000. He 
said the total deposits of the in- 
surance company in the two banks 
exceeded the amount, of the loans. 


Status of Mays’ Two. Banks. 
The Wellston Trust Co., which 
has total deposits of about $912,000, 
has been closed since the banking 
holiday and is to be liquidated by 
the State Finance Commissiotier. 
The Grand National Bank, with to- 
tal deposits of about $1,774,000, has 
been in the hands of a conservator 
since the banking holiday. Plans 
for its reorganization recently were 
announced, but have been suspend- 


ed following the action against the 


insurance company. 

The conservator of the Grand Na- 
tional Bank was directed particu- 
larly to produce records showing 
the deposits to the credit of the 
Continental Life Insurance Co. in

TAKEN IN ADVISEMENT 


Judge Mueller to Rule on Men- 
tality of Man Who Married 
at 86. 


Trial of the suit in which rela- 
tives are seeking to set aside the 
marriage of Capt. William P. 
Schaaf was concluded } st night 
before Circuit Judge Mueller at 
Clayton. He took the case under 
advisement, announcing that he 
would give his decision tomorrow. 
Mrs. Athele Northcutt. Schaaf, 
his widow and named in his will 
as beneficiary of his $49,000 estate, 
was the final witness. Mrs. Schaaf, 
who is 79 years old, was his house- 
keeper for several’ years before 


their marriage in August, 1932, 
when Schaaf was 86 years old. He 
died nine months later. 

Mrs. Schaaf said‘ she first met 
Schaaf about 30 years ago. After 
ar absence of several years from 
St: Louis, she said, she returned 
here in 1926, two years after the 
death of her husband, and their ac- 
quaintance was renewed. 

Several times after she became 
Schaaf’s housekeeper, she testified, 
he asked her to marry him, but 
she did not accept his proposal un- 
til about a month before they were 
married. 

Schaaf, she said, was of sound 
mind, capable of managing his own 
affairs. She denied testimony of- 
fered earlier that Schaaf had be- 
come lost in his own home, had 
failed to recognize relatives, or was 
otherwise eccentric. 

Mrs. Oscar Schoff, a witness at 
the marriage of Schaaf and Mrs. 
Northcutt, was another witness for 
the defense. 

Mrs. Schorr, who lives at 5439 
Neosho street, testified she and her 
husband invited Schaaf and his 
housekeeper to accompany them on 
an automobile ride to Waterloo, 
Til., in August, 1932, and that while 
they were there, Schaaf decided on 
the marriage. 

Schaaf, Mrs. Schorr _ testified, 
smiled during the ceremony when 
the Justice of the Peace reminded 
him that a ring would be necessary, 
and noticing that Mrs. Northcutt 
was already wearing a ring, re- 
moved it from her finger, replacing 
it when that point was reached in 
the marriage ceremony. 

Anthony J. Meyer, 6267 Magnolia 
avenue, a food salesman, was anoth- 
er witness for the defense. He tes- 
tified he met Schaaf about Novem- 
ber, 1932, through a business call 
to his home, and that he regarded 
him as of sound mind. 

He had talked to Schaaf four 
hours before he died, Meyer said, 
and sought to encourage him with 
the comment that on his next visit 
he expected to see Schaaf out on 
the porch. Schaaf, he said, replied 
that while he hoped that would be 
the case, he was very ill, and did 
not know that it would be. 

There were nine other defense 
witnesses, tradesmen, friends, and 
neighbors of Schaaf who testified 
his mind was sound. 

Witnesses for Schaaf’s relatives 
had testified that his mind was in- 
firm, that he was called to his 
meals with a whistle, frequently for- 
got where his bedroom was, and re- 
ferred to a pear tree in the yard of 
the Schaaf home, 7223 Anna ave- 
nue, Maplewood, as a producer of 
“fine apples.” 

Schaaf’s title of Captain was a 
complimentary designation accord- 
ed him in the 1880s when he served 
as rifle instructor for the St. Louis 
Police Department.

The Governor is understood to 
have objected to the tax on public 
utilities service on the ground that 
it might: make the bill unconstitu- 
tional, and that, even if it should 
be upheld by the courts, the utili- 
ties would ask the Public Service 
Commission for higher rates to 
cover the increased cost due to the 
tax. The constitutional objection is 
that, under the law, municipally 
owned utilities could not be taxed; 
and that the courts might hold the 
taxation of privately-owned utili- 
ties would be a_ discrimination 
against them. 

The decision to retain the utili- 
ties tax, however, was reached at 
the insistence of Senators who 
have been supporting. the public 
utilities on legislation Sin this and 
the last regular session. In this 
connection, it was pointed out that 
it would cost the utilities nothing. 

The committee continuued its 
work on compromising the differ- 
ences between the two houses until 
late tonight, when Senator Crouse, 
the chairman, said that, while more 
work would be done tomorrow, he 
did not believe the report would be 
ready for the Legislature until 
Monday morning. 


Liquor Control Outlook. 

Pending the action on the sales 
tax bill, the liquor control confer- 
ence committee did not meet today, 
but will meet tomorrow morning. 
There had been an earlier scheme 
to attempt a trading on the two 
bills, but this was abandoned. 

Leaders are hopeful that the 
liquor bill can be whipped into 
shape in time for passage by the 
middle of next week, and that the 
Legislature can adjourn by Wednes- 
day. Whether this can be done is 
problematical. 

While waiting on the progress of 
the sales tax, there has been no 
meeting of the Liquor Conference 
Committee since Tuesday, and, 
from all available information, the 
conferees of the two houses are 
about as far apart as they were 
three weeks ago, when they began 
their conferences. The House 
members are remaining firm for a 
bill which will not permit sale by 
the drink except in St. Louis, while 
the Senate members appear to be 
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determined to Insist on authoriza- 
‘tion for sale by the drink in all 
cities having a population in excess 
of a fixed number, which some 
want to fix at 10,000 and others 
at 20,000. 


$5,000,000 RELIEF 
FUND APPROVED 
BY STATE SENATE 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 6.—The 
State Senate late tonight voted an 
appropriation of $5,000,000 to pay 
the State’s share of the cost of 
emergency unemployment relief 
work in Missouri in the next 15 
months, in passing one of the ma- 
jor appropriation bills. 

~ The bill as amended, including 
the selief appropriation, must be 
returnéd to the House for concur- 
rence in the Senate amendments. 
The Senate passed the bill by a 
vote of 24 to 1, the only negative 
vote being cast by Senator Nolte of 
St. Louis. 

The Senate also adopted an 
amendment appropriating $10,000,- 
000 for the rehabilitation and en- 
largement of the State Eleemosy- 
nary and Penal institutions. This 
appropriation is contingent upon 
voters of the state approving a 
proposed constitutional amendment 
| authorizing a state bond issue of 
$10,000,000 for such purposes. The 
appropriation is necessary to au- 
thorize expenditure of the bond 
proceeds, if the issue is approved. 

A resolution submitting the pro- 
posed amendment to the voters, 
recommended by Gov. Park, was 
passed recently by the legislature. 
It authorizes the Governor to call 
a special election. 

The $5,000,000 relief appropri- 
ation, which was recommended to 
the Senate in a report tonight by 
the Appropriations Committee, sub- 
stantially complies with Gov. Park’s 
recommendations on the amount 
the State must raise to meet the 
requirements for continued allot- 
ment of federal relief funds to Mis- 
souri. 

Senate passage of the appropria- 
tion for relief was hastened by re- 
cent action of the Federal Emer- 
gency Relief Administration in an- 
nouncing no more Federal relief 
funds would be released to Missouri 
after Jan. 1, unless the Legislature 
provided for Missouri assuming its 
fair share of the relief cost.

Authority for Action. 


While Treasury officers have as- 
serted that authority for such ac- 
tion existed in the legislation un- 
der which the Government called 
in gold privately owned, they con- 
ceded that a court ruling might be 
necessary. The difficulty arises 
from the fact that the Federal Re 
serve’s gold is held as backing for 
Federal Reserve notes in circula- 
tion. 

If this gold were all transferred 
to the Treasury, it would be neces- 
sary, some contend, to make pro- 
vision by legislation for the Trea- 
sury to assume responsibility for 
backing the outstanding Federal 
Reserve notes. These, under the 
law effective hefore departure 
from the gold standard, were re- 
deemable in gold at the Treasury 
as well as the Reserve banks. 

However, the ‘gold with which 
such notes were redeemed by the 
Treasury was actually property of 
the Reserve banks, deposited there 
as a redemption fund, required by 
law. Under the proposal that the 
Treasury commandeer the Reserve 
System’s gold, the former would 
acquire title to it. The difficulty 
is, therefore, described as a tech- 
nical one which could be easily 
straightened out by legislation. 

Such a proposal probably would 
run into vigorous opposition from 
the conservative Republican bloc in 
Congress, which would be joined 
by some members of the Presi- 
dent’s own party. However, pro- 
ponents of the plan contend there 
are more than enough votes to ap- 
prove it, if the President requests 
such action. 

Senator Wheeler of Montana, an 
inflationist standing primarily for 
free coinage of silver, said in a 
speech tonight that the world’s 
economic difficufties and_ the 
World War as well could be laid 
to the gold standard.

In making known the arrest, the 
Federal agents declined to indicate 
a motive for sending the poisoned 
candy to Fitzgerald. He is the son 
of the late Harrington Fitzgerald, 
editor and business manager of the 
old Philadelphia Item, and grand- 
son of Col. Thomas Fitzgerald, 
founder of the paper. He is said to 
have an estate valued at about $65,- 
000. ; 

The poisoned confection was re- 
ceived at the hospital Nov. 18 and 
Fitzgerald shared it with five other 
persons, All became ill, but recov- 
ered.

ous deaths—those of a 16-year-old 
high school youth, found trussed 
up with cord in his home, and of an 
attractive 33-year-old woman appar- 
ently slain and thrown from an au- 
tomobile, were being investigated 
by state and county authorities - 


night. 

Bound tightly in what officials 
termed was a “brutal and system- 
atic manner,” the naked body of 
Charles Bertle was found lying on 
a piano stool in his home. The 
woman, Mrs. Virginia Gibson, is be- 
lieved by police to have been killed 
in an attempted attack and her 
body thrown on the highway, where 
two or possibly three automobiles 
ran over it. 

While police believe Bertle was 
in some way responsible for his 
own death, Dr. E. J. Knobloch, Cor- 
oner, said he did not see “how it 
was humanly possible for this boy 
to have strangled himself.” The 
cord, which cut deeply into the 
chest, neck and groin, resulted in 
death by strangulation, medical ex- 
aminers said. 

There were no marks of a strug- 
gle in the room in which the boy’s 
mother found the body. No finger- 
prints other than those of members 
of the family were found, police 
said. The boy was of an athletic 
build and could have made a ter- 
rific fight if his life were threat- 
ened, authorities said. 

Mrs. Gibson's body was found on 
j}the highway west. of the city, 21 
miles from downtown Detroit. Evi- 
dence of a struggle was found sev- 
eral hundred feet away. Her rings 
and watch had not been removed 
from her fingers or wrist. 

Following an autopsy, C-~oner 
Knobloch reported that death had 
been due to multiple fractures, tac- 
erations, shock and hemorrhage. 
He said bones had been broken in 
every part of Mrs. Gibson’s body. 
Although the examination would 
not indicate whether she hau been 
Slain before being struck by the 
automobiles, Dr. Knobloch said 
there was other evidence to indi- 
cate she had been killed before her 
bcuy was pitched in the highway. 

Mrs. Gibson, wife of a Detroit in- 
terior decorator, left her apartment 
Friday night to go to a theater, her 
husband said. They were married 
in 1928. Mrs. Gibson, whose maiden 
name was Andrews, was born in 
Pactolus, N. C., and had one child, 
10 years old, by a former marriage.

Secured 
liabilities totaling $499,220 had been 
paid; receivership expenses totaled 
$19,720; advances for taxes and in- 
surance to protect assets amount- 
ed to $3294, and expenses of the 
conservator, who had charge of the 
bank before a receiver was named, 
totaled $3936. The receiver had 
$125,316 on hand in cash. 

The receiver reported he had col- 
lected $55,083 of the 100 per cent 
assessment against stockholders of 
the bank, leaving $144,916 still to 
be céllected out of a total assess- 
ment of $200,000.

Cleaning Firm Is Alleged to 
Have Violated NRA Agree- 
ment on Prices. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.-—The 


NRA National Compliance Board 
today cited Edward T. Jones, Kan- 
gas City wholesale and retail dry 
cleaner, to the Federal "Trade Com- 
mission for alleged price cutting 
in violation of the cleaning code. 

The action was at the request of 
the Kansas City Compliance Board, 
concurred in by the code authority 
and NRA administrative officials. 

Evidence, the board said, showed 
that the string of retail stores 
owned or controlled by Jones had 
been charging generally 49 cents 
for cleaning men’s suits and 6 
eents for women’s dresses, while 
the code figure for that area is 75 
cents. 

Jones was further charged with 
having operated two of his stores 
under the names “NRA Cleaners” 
and “Blue Eagle Cleaners,” 
although he had not signed the 
President’s re-employment ‘agree- 
ment and does not now operate 
under the Blue Eagle. 

The NRA record said' Jones was 
requested to comply on Dec. 30. by 
W. E. Franklin of the Kansas City 
Cleaners’ Administrative board, and 
‘was quoted by Franklin as reply- 
ing, “I positively will not comply 
with the law by charging the 
scheduled prices.” 

The Kansas City case followed 
similar citation of cleaners in New 
York and elsewhere. 

Jones, the board said, has seven 
retail establishments in Kansas 
City and one in Independence, Mo., 
and operates on a 20 per cent com- 
mission qr 12 stores in Kansas 
City, Mo., |three in Kansas City, 
Kan., and another in Lawrence, 
Kan. |

._ NEW YORK, Jan.' 6—Having 
drawn a larger crowd than any 
other similar auction, the sale of

Rockefeller McCormick ended to- 
day. It netted $330,617 for her es- 
tate. Beginning Jan. 16, the con- 
tents of Mrs. McCormick’s ,Lake 
Shore drive mansion in Ciicago 
and her Villa Turicum at Lake 
Forest, Ill., will be placed on sale 
on the premises. Though laces, 
tapestries, silver and antique furni- 
ture have been going under the 
hammer here for five days, the auc- 
tioneer said. the Chicago home was 
still “practically intact.” 

Mrs. McCormick’s daughter, 
Muriel, the wife of Maj. Elisha 
Dyer Hubbard. of Middletown, 
Conn., will go to Chicago for the 
sale. She has attended every day 
of the auction in New York and 
has bought heavily of her mother’s 
belongings. 

Today was one of the biggest 
days, the auction room being 
jammed, with standees at the back 
and at the door a milling crowd un- 
able to get in. Fur-coated women 
were there with their lorgnettes 
and dogs and waved greetings to 
one another. In the crowd was 
Edward Krenn, the Swiss architect, 
who was Mrs. McCormick’s con- 
stant escort in Chicago. He wore 
spats, diamond and onyx cuff links 
as big as his thumb, and an enor- 
mous gray pearl in a bright red tie. 
He sat four rows behind Mrs. Mur- 
iel McCormick Hubbard. 

Several McCormick relatives were 
present. .Mild sensation was regis- 
tered when a cousin of the Hub- 
bards was found among the news- 
paper reporters. 

Today’s sales, which were of valu- 
able tapestries, old English silver, 
and old French furniture, netted 
$105,085. The two highest sales 
were to the Hubbards, who paid 
$6100 each for two Gothic hunting 
tapestries of the sixteenth century.

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FOR PRODUCTION LOANS 


Senate Committee Agrees to 
Bill Admitting Risk but Ex- 
pecting Higher Prices. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5. — The 
Senate Agriculture Committee today 
gave its approval to the lending by 
the Government of another $100,- 
000,000 while officials estimated 
that cotton and corn producers al- 
ready have borrowed $150,000,000 
since fall. 

The $100,000,000 would be for 
crop production loans, similar to 
those made during the past several 
years, but the cotton and corn 
loans were, in effect, a stabiliza- 
tion arrangement planned under 
auspices of the Farm Administra- 
tion. 

The Senate Committee agreed to 
a bill by Chairman Smith under 
whichg he said the radius of sea- 
sonal government aid to agricul- 
ture would be greatly increased. 

Cotton and corn producers, of- 
ficials estimated to date, already 
have borrowed approximately $150,- 
000,000 from the Commodity Credit 
Corporation. It is letting cotton 
producers have 10 cents a pound on 
their staples and corn growers 45 
cents a bushel. 

Should the price of the commodi- 
ties remain below the loan figures, 
the Government stands the loss. If 
it rises above, the farmers may 
pay off the loan, sell and keep the 
profit. The corn loans are due 
Aug. 1 and the cotton loans July 1. 

The Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion has made direct loans of $15,- 
000,000 on corn Dec. 30 but supple- 
mental loans, principally by banks 
have brought this total to around 
$50,000,000 or more. 

On Jan. 3, cotton loans by the 
credit corporation itself were $52,- 
000,000, but it was estimated that 
bank loans would bring this figure 
to $100,000,000 if not considerably 
more in this case also. 

Banks Co-operate Without Risk. 

Banks are co-operating with the 
credit corporation since they do so 
at no risk to themselves, and their 
aid facilitates the work of meet- 
ing producer demands. 

Farm administration officials 
frankly said the loans were a gam- 
ble; since the Government took 
all the risk. 

They pointed out, however, that 
a@ loan prerequisite was that bor- 
rowers agree to join in the 1934 cot- 
ton and corn reduction program. 
This insures that thousands of 
producers will take part in the 
campaigns*to reduce cotton acre- 
age this year by 40 per cent and 
corn by 20 per cent. 

The farm administration asserts 
loans are made around 


ping the treasury because the re- 
duction campaigns are expected to 
hoist the price of the two com- 
modities by the time the loans are 
due. 

Corn and Cotton Loans. 

The Reconstruction Corporation 
gave the credit agency $150,000, 
000 for the corn loans and $250,- 
000,000 for cotton. Not all this mon- 
ey will be used, officials say, the 
final figure for cotton being placed 
at around $150,000,000. A sizeable 
portion of the corn fund also is 
expected to be left over, although 
experts ‘were chary of any predic- 
tion as to this residue. 

The first corn loans were made 
in Iowa on Nov. 23. Corn certified 
for. borrowing in that State has 
reached the sum of $23,000,000. 
Corn loans are being made now at 
the rate of over 100,000 daily, but 
the loan period is to end on 
March 1. 

Regardless of the final result of 
the experiment, farm officials 
credit a good deal of Southern re- 
covery to the plan, and they assert- 
ed @iso that it had made the Mid- 
die West think less about hard 
times. 

The cotton loans cover the entire

Assails His Plan. to’ Give Up 
| Presidency to Nationalist 
_. Leader Mendieta. <__-

| ~ HAVANA, Jan. 6.—In a riotous 
| Assermbly, the student body of the 
University of ‘Havana tonight de- 
-™anded the immediate resignatjon 
of the Government of President 
Grau San Martin. They were led 
by members of the student direc- 
tory, heretofore Grau’s staunchest 


» gupporters. 

The demonstration followed an 
@nnouncement by Benjamin Fer- 
‘nadez de Medina, author of a plan 
_ to restore political peace to Cuba, 


that Grau had offered to turn over 
the presidency to Carlos Mendieta, 
Nationalist leader, about. Feb. 24. 
‘The studeypts assailed Grau and 
Col. Fulgencio Batista, head of the 
army, for their “militaristic, Ma- 
chado-like methods,” and approved 
by acclamation a declaration of 
principles, as follows: 

“We declare against the present 
provisional Government which has 
double-crossed the students’ ideals 
and which is incapacitated for mul- 
tiple reasons to carry out the rev- 
olutionary program. 

“Against all foreign intervention 


and against traitor Cubans who 
favor it, i ™ 

“We demand exposure of a coun- 
ter-revolutionary movement which 
is being prepared with the help of 
great corporations such as_ the 
Chase Bank and the Cuban Electric 
Co. by: persons who want to install 
a dictatorial reactionary regime. 

“We request the resignation of 
the present Govérnment and help in 
the formation of a new revolution- 
ary Government which can carry 
out our ideals. 

“The students will return to their 
classes and comply with their ‘his- 
torical policy of constructive criti- 
cism.” 

The five points were approved 
amid riotous cheering and at least 
three fist fights. The Secretary of 
Public Instruction appeared on the 
scene and amid a chorus of boos 
was asked how he could continue 
with “a Government of assassins.” 
The Secretary tried to defend the 
Government, was drowned out, and 
finally retired. 

A letter from Mendieta, the prés- 
idential candidate sponsored by 
Uruguayan Ambassador Medina, 
setting forth his position with re- 
gard to the retirement of President 
Grau, was published today in the 
newspaper “Luz,” a Government or- 
gan. He urged Grau to “accept a 
solution which would prevent more 
armed conflict.” 

“This solution,” he said, “is not 
obtainable merely by election of a 
constitutional assembly. * * *® 
you cannot fail to do all that is 
necessary to avoid new days of 
mourning for the country.” 

The letter urged acceptance of 
Medina’s “formula for peace.” 
President Grau’s reply has not yet

Wallace Is Ready to Abandon 
Milk Price Fixing for Consumers 

Radical Change to Be Made in Marketing: 


Agreements Arranged by Peek—Plans 
Laid: to Cut Supply

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—With a 
radical change in the agricultural 
adjustment administration’s milk 
marketing program to be an- 
nounced by Secretary Wallace on 
Monday, indications point to a 
plan for decreasing the volume of 
milk pfoduction. 

This is in line with the efforts in 
operation of cutting the procuction 
of corn, hogs, cotton and other ag- 
ricultural products. Mcreover, 
Wallace has made statements 
which indicate he is committed to 
such a procedure. 

On Dec. 20, he said: “The basic 
difficulty facing the dairy industry 
is due to two factors. The first 1s 
an increase in production, which 
since 1928 has been growing at a 
rate of 3 per cent per year. While 
production has been growing and is 
now at record levels, the consump- 
tion of fluid milk alone has been 
falling at the rate of about . per 
cent per year since 1930.” 

The 13 milk marketing agree- 
ments now in effect were spon- 
sored py George Peek, forme Ad- 
ministrator of the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act. The failure of Wal- 
lace and Peek to agree on milk 
marketing policies are known to 
have been one reason for the 
resignation of the latter, who was 
superseded as administrator by 
Chester C. Davis on Dec. 15. 

To Drop Price Fixing. 

It is also likely that the AAA will 
abandon its attempt to fix the 
prices charged consumers. The ad- 
justment act wvs drafted for the 
benefit of the farmers, and Secre- 
tary Wallace seems never to have 
been in sympathy with the pro- 
visions of the present codes fixing 
prices to consumers. 

In this regard Wallace said of the 
department’s function: “It is not 
our duty to enforce fixed prices to 
the consumers.” 

The breakdown of at least one of 
the regional agreements adopted 
under Peek was admitted when 
Wallace on Jan. 1, revoked the 
Chicago milk marketing agreement 
at the request of the distributors, 
who found that competitors violat- 
ing the provisions of the agree- 
ment were underselling them by as 
much as three cents. 

Reduction of milk production is 
a more difficult problem than that 
of agricultural crops where the 
Government has paid farmers to 


tering of milk cows for beef as a 
means of decreasing milk produc- 
tion. A somewhat similar situation 
was met in the hog reduction plan 
by the slaughtering of farrow sows 
to reduce the amount of market- 
able pork. 

This plan could be financed by 
a processing tax on butter fat 
which would provide ‘part of the 
money needed to pay farmers for 
their cows. The remainder could 
be derived from the proceeds of 
the sale of the cows as beef. 

This plan would seem to be feas- 
ible and parallel to the one already 
employed. An other possibility 
would be outright destruction of 
milk similar to the plowing up of 
cotton last spring. But it was said 
at the Department of Agriculture 
that adoption of this plan is un- 
likely. 

It was pointed out at the depart- 
ment this morning that a serious 
disadvantage of the milk agree- 
ments now in force is discrimina- 
tion in favor of farmers producing 
under a milk shed agreement as 
compared with farmers outside the 
agreement. 

The prices paid to producers in 
the milk sheds are at a_ higher 
level than to those who produce for 
manufacturers of condensed milk 
and other markets unaffected by 
the agreements. 

A Milk and Butter Problem. 

This problem was recogned by 
Secretary Wallace when he said: 
“The Department of Agriculture 
owes to the man who milks the 
cows the duty of wérking out a pro- 
gram which is sound as between 
milk and butter.” 

Administrator Davis shares Ahe 
samé view as ‘is indicated by his 
statement “we want a plan to ad- 
just production so that higher prices 
not merely to the milk shed but all 
along the line can be maintained.” 

In discussing the general effects 
of the agreements Davis _ said: 
“months of experiment with the 
fluid milk agreements in the prin- 
cipal consuming centers, and the 
prices of butterfat, indicate that 
these marketing agreements alone 
will not lift the dairy industry out 
of depression.” 

Wallace and Davis will have the 
controlling voices in drawing up 
the new milk policy. Both are op- 
posed to existing conditions, and 
Peek, who was the chief proponent 
of the existing pacts, is no longer 
connected with the Adjustment Ad- 
ministration. 


H.W EDDY, INSURANEE 
COMPANY HEAD, DIES 


Also President of Real Estate 
Concern and Associated 
. With Other Firms. 


H. Worthington Eddy, president 
of the Underwriters’ Service Co., 
1307 Washington avenue, and asso- 
ciated with other concerns, died 
yesterday at De Paul Hospital of 
an intestinal disorder after an ill- 
ness of four days. 

Mr. Eddy, who was 56 years old 
and resided at the Park Royal 
apartments, 4605 Lindell boule- 
vard, also was president of the Ed- 
dy Realty & Investment Co., H. W. 
Eddy Insurance Inc., and was a for- 
mer director of the American Drug- 
gists’ Syndicate, of New York and 
Paris. 

He came to St. Louis from Chi- 
cago 22 years ago and was de- 
scended from an old Ohio family, 
numbering among its members two 
pioneer Governors, Edward Tiffin 
and Thomas Worthington. Mr. Ed- 
dy was a vestryman at St. Peter’s 
Episcopal Church and a director of 
the Municipal Opera Association. 

When prohibition became effec- 
tive in 1920 he circulated 2,000,000 
physicians, druggists, hospital 
heads and other seeking authority 
to obtain Federal licenses for them 
to carry liquor stocks under con- 
stitutional restrictions. Nearly 11,- 
000 clients were licensed through 
him, he said at the time. _He wrote 
the bdnds, representing two bond- 
ing companies. 

In 1921, while associated with the 
Druggist Indemnity Ce., he pur- 
chased for $75,000 the home of 
Mrs. Milton Kupferle, facing Forest 
Park. He subsequently disposed 
of it. 

He is survived by his widow Mrs. 
Berenece W. Eddy,‘ a_ brother, 
Thomas R. Eddy of Chicago, and a 
sister, Mrs. Alfred J. Clow of Pine- 
hurst, N. C. Funeral services will

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'OPEN A VANDERVOORT CHARGE ACCOUNT 
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| Nashville Banker Accused This 
it Time of Making Fraudulent 
Entry in Books. 


By the Associated Press. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 6.—For 
the second time in a week, Paul M. 
Davis, Nashville banker, was ar- 
rested today on a warrant sworn 
out by the Prosecuting Attorney’s 
office. A short time later he is- 
sued a statement denying the 
charges, declaring them to be “a 
part of a continued, deliberate and 
‘malicious attempt to injure me.” 

Davis, president of the American 
‘Wational Bank and a brother of 
Norman H. Davis, United States 
Ambassador at Large, was accused 
in today’s warrant of making false 
“entries on the books of the Nash- 
ville & American Trust Co. of Dec. 
31, 1931. The warrant charged him 
with “making and concurring in 
false entry” on the trust company’s 
books by “falsely setting up $500,- 
000 on deposit with American Na- 
-tional Bank when there was no 
such deposit, and at the same time 
making a similar false entry in the 
American National Bank books.... 
and reversing said entries on Jan. 
5, 1932, for the purpose of deceiving 
‘stockholders, creditors, and the 
public.” 

In the previous warrant, issued 
after a grand jury had considered 
the charges and refused to indict, 
Davis and three ethers are alleged 
to have conspired ‘to defraud the 
State of $22,682 for use’ in the 
gubernatorial election campaign of 
1932. 

Davis pleaded not guilty in Mag- 
istrate John L. Draper’s Court to 
both warrants and made bond. 


Paul M. Davis formerly was a 
director of the Missouri State Life 
Insurance Co., when it was con- 
trolled by the Caldwell interests.

All artists of Missouri, or who 
live within 50 miles of the court- 
house, and also Are League mem- 
bers beyond those limits, are eligi- 
ble to exhibit without fee. The 
jury of selection will meet Thurs- 
day at the courthouse to pass on 
entries submitted. Members of the 
jury are: Edward A. Luchtemeyer, 
who is chairman of the Exhibition 
Committee; William Bauer, Frank 
Nuderscher, Edward G. Witter, 
Werner Henze, Valentine Vogel 
and Carl Engelke. 


Simultaneously with the thumb-

Engineer Miller Tells Head 
of Union Electric There 
Is No Disposition to Aid 
Recovery. 


Notice that he will not make 
further advances for co-operation 
with the privately-owned public 
utilities has been served by Hugh 
Miller, State engineer of the Fed- 
eral Public Works Administration, 
on Louis H. Egan, president of 
Union Electric Light & Power Co.

The PWA engineer told Egan, in 
a letter delivered yesterday, he 
could not understand why Egan did 
not send a representative to the 
meeting and why others invited 
were not represented. Several of 
the others had accepted at first but 
‘afterward sent excuses. 

“No Disposition to Co-operate.” 

Miller’s letter went on: “The re- 
sult of this effort of mine toward 
co-operation prompts me to say 
that there is evidently no disposi- 
tion on the part of the utility com- 


ernment in this effort toward na- 
tional recovery. For this I am very 
sorry, and I hardly think that your 
stockholders would approve of such 
an attitude in times like this. You 
are experienced enough in public 
service to know that proper public 
relations are essential to the suc- 
cess of your company.” 

‘ Union Electric and other large 
privately owned utilities have op- 
posed the municipal utility bills, 
which were sponsored by Miller, the 
State iAdvisory Board of the PWA 
and Gov. Park. Miller has _ de- 
nounced the private utilities for

KREMER RESIGNS FROM 
NATIONAL COMMITTEE 


Montana Democrat Built Up 
Big Departmental Law 
Practice in Washington.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—1. Bruce 
Kremer, one of the three ~emo- 
cratic National Committeemen who 
have built up large law practices 
in Washington since the inaugura- 
tion of President Roosevelt, has 
resigned as National Committeeman 
for Montana, the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee has announced. 
The two other committeemen who 
continue to practice law before the 
Government departments are Rob-} 
ert Jackson of New Hampshire, 
secretary of the National Commit- 
tee, and Arthur F. Mullen of Ne- 
braska, who was the Roosevelt 
floor leader at the Chicago con- 
vention. Kremer was dean of the 
committee, having served seven 
consecutive terms. 

As related in the Post-Dispatch 
of Sunday, Dec. 31, the activities 
of National Committeemen and 
other political leaders serving 
clients for fees before the Govern- 
ment departments has been em- 
barrassing the Roosevelt rdminis- 
tration. No formal action could be 
taken against them, however, be- 
cause they had violited no Federal 
statute. 

The announcement by the Demo- 
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cratic National Committee con- 
tained a telegram Kremer sent the 
acting chairman of the Montana 
Democratic central committee. The 
telegram was dated Dec. 30. 

In this telegram, Kremr said that 
he had definitely decided to prac- 
tice law in Washington some 
months back and had considered re- 
signing as committeeman at that 
time. He added, however, that he 
had felt obligated to continue as 
National Committeeman until Jan. 
1. He said that he was resigning 
now to give the Montana Demo- 
crats ample opportunity to elect his 
successor. 

“Consideration of party welfare,” 
he declared, “impels me to take this 
course,” 

Postmaster-General] Farley, who 
is also chairman of the Dmocratic 
National Committee, expressed his 
regret that Kremer was resigning. 

“I realize,” Farley wrote Kre- 
mer under date pf Jan. 5, “that 
the demands of your private busi- 
ness make it impossible for you to 
continue, and so accept your resig- 
nation with thanks for what you 
have done and with best wishes 


for every success in your future ac- 
tivities.”

HOGS-FOR-LIQUGR BARGAINING 
WITH BRITAIN AT STANDSTILL 


Roosevelt Trying to Persuade En- 
gland to Increase Quota on 
Imports from U. 8S. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Bar- 
gaining with Great Britain for an 
increase in the flow of Scotch whis- 
ky apparently was at a standstill 
tonight as governmental agencies 
worked on various phases of the 
liquor problem. The Radio Com- 
mission was preparing to recom- 
mend revocation of licenses of sta- 
tions that carry hard-liquor adver- 
tising and the distillers were mak- 
ing efforts to increase the supply 
of cheap whisky in the market. 

President Roosevelt was informed 
by his aids that efforts to persuade 
the British to import more hogs 
and butter in return for an increase 
in Scotch whisky in their liquor 
quota had so far. been ineffectual. 
Last year the United States export- 
ed to Great Britain 6.3 per cent of 
the total hog products imported 
into the United Kingdom and Great 
Britain offered conditionally to in- 
crease this quota to 7.6 per cent. 
But the United States did not ac- 
cept the offer. The offer admitted- 
ly had strings attached, for it was 
contingent on Great Britain reach- 
ing an agreement with other coun- 
tries cutting their hog imports. 

Radio Commission authorities 
said intrastate radio advertising is 
considered impossible, explaining 
that for hard-liquor advertising to 
go into a dry state would be a 
breach of law. 

Still unable to fill demands for 
liquor, distillers were urged by Dr. 
James M. Doran, supervisor of the 
Distilled Spirits Institute, to con- 
centrate on the manufacture of 
cheap whisky. “We want to get 
out a large volume of low-price 
goods, say for $12 a case, and the 
distillery Federal tax paid,” Doran 
said. The supervisor, who for 26 
years was a Government chemist, 
added that the cheaper the whisky 
the purer it was. 


PREFERENCE IN CWA JOBS 
FOUND IN ST. CLAIR COUNTY 


Investigating Committee Uphelds 
Charge, but Reports No Spe- 
cific Instances. 

Reports on CWA and other relief 
work in St. Clair County were made 
to the Board of Supervisors yester- 
day at Belleville. A committee ap- 
pointed by the board to investigate 
charges of political preference in 
awarding CWA jobs, reported it 
found evidence of irregularities as 
charged, but included no specific 
instances in its report. 

Max W. Bowler, Canteen Town- 
ship Supervisor and member of 
the County Relief Committee, said 
favored appointees on CWA work 
would be removed when the inves- 
tigation was completed. 

A report was made that 16,062 
men and 12 women had been em- 
ployed in CWA work and $146,907 
had been paid in salaries up to 
Jan. 4. County institutions with 
pauper patients may now requisi- 
tion the County Relief Committee 
for supplies without charge, . the 
board was notified.

State Highway Department 


Réports Numerous In- 
stances of Officials Re- 


ceiving Double Salaries. 


By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Jan. 6.—The 
State Highway Department today 
confirmed reports that it had dis- 
covered numerous instances of ir- 
regularities throughout the State 
on the part of various County High- 
way Departments. 

Ernst Lieberman, chief State 
Highway Engineer, refused to name 
the counties, but he did say that 
nearly every instance disclosed had 
occurred in the southern part of the 
State. 

None of these irregularities, it 
was said, consisted of defalcations. 
Most of them were instances in 
which a county highway engineer, 
a county commissioner or a town- 
ship supervisor had placed himself 
on the payroll of a construction 
job while also drawing a salary, or 
receiving per diem remuneration, 
by virtue of his official position. 
Other instances consisted of dupli- 
cated and, in some cases, triplicated 
payments for materials or labor. 

In one case, it was learned, an 
official who held a supervisory posi- 
tion over county construction had 
placed himself on the payroll of 
a number of jobs and had drawn, 
in addition to his regular salary, 
nearly $9000 extra in less than two 
years. 

The irregularities were disclosed 
in the annual audit of County High- 
way Departments made by the 
State, which furnishes a portion of 
the money expended on roads by 
counties.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 6. — De- 
claring organized labor was in full 
accord with the National Recovery 
Act, John L. Lewis, president of 
the United Mine Workers, in an ad- 
dress read today said in the opinion 
of union labor the practical appli- 
cation of the law has “been too re- 
stricted and too lacking in uniform- 
ity and comprehensiveness.” 

Lewis said that from the view- 


‘point of human welfare and eco- 


nomic freedom, labor was convinced 
there had been no legal instrument 


comparable with it since Lincoln's 
emancipation prociamation. 
Points of Criticism. 

Referring to the policy of the 
recovery administration, Lewis 
said: 

“Hours of labor have not been 
sufficiently reduced; employes ex- 
empted from the provisions of in- 
dustry codes have been numerically 
excessive; price and production con- 
trol have been, as far as possible, 
ignored; the full co-operation of lJa- 
bor, as contemplated by the act, 
has been prevented by placing la- 
bor on the defensive in the formu- 
lation of codes, and also by forcing 
labor to use its economic strength 
or the strike in order to secure the 
mandatory guarantees of section 7 
of the act.....But as a whole, ac- 
complishments have been most 
heartening.” 

He said the recovery administra- 
tion “should put aside temporizing 
measures, and fearlessly apply a 
constructive plan for permanent 
economic recovery. All that is re- 
quired for our deliverance from the 
existing economic tragedy and the 
attainment of real economic recov- 
ery, is for the National Recovery 
Administration to use boldly the 
powers it possesses.” 

Sets Up Standards. 

Lewis said the ultimate objectives 
as to policy and procedure of the 
recovery administration should be 
immediately announced and stated 
to be the standards which must be 
included by industries in their 
codes.

DEFNTE ARMS POLY 


Expected to Support German 
Demand for Greater 
Army.

LONDON, Jan. 6.—The projection 
of a definite British policy concern-

turned this evening. 

Particular courses of action on 
these points, it was said, may be 
recommended by Great Britain aft- 
er Sir John talks with Prime Min- 
ister Ramsay MacDonald on Mon- 
day and the cabinet confers later 
in the week. — 

Sir John said tonight that “a 
European agreement is essential to 
the peace and security of all of 
us.” 

In the past three months: British 
Government leaders, including the 
foreign secretary, have declared 
that Great Britain is in accord in 
principle with Germany, then 
France; and even Italy. —

By W. J. McGoogan 
Charles J. Gevecker, president of 
the Western A. A. U. and the box- 
ing committee of that organization, 
of which Benny Kessler is chair- 
man, are going ahead with plans 
for holding the senior National A, 


A. U. boxing championships here 
April 4, 5 and 6, probably at The 
Arena. This was decided after « 
meeting with Capt. Roy Davis, 
chairman of the boxing committee 
of the National A. A. U. and J. Ly- 
man Bingham, assistant to Pres- 
ident Avery Brundage yesterday at 
the office of Al Fleishman, Super- 
intendent of Recreation. 

The Western A. A. U. made a 
bid for the tournament, offering 75 
per cent of the net proceeds to the 
National association and 25 per 
cent to be retained by the Western 
which met with the approval of 
Davis and Bingham. Davis said he 
would order a telegraphic vote im- 
mediately of the 29 members of his 
committee and felt sure that the 
result would be favorable to St. 
Louis.

St. Louis Industrial Gains 
Last Year Nearly Double Those of 
1932; Breweries Leading Factor 


Total New Investment for -Fiscal Year $21,- 
442,225, Increase of 93.8 Pct. Over Last 
Year—Brewing Fame Reclaimed. 


Investment’ totaling $21,442,225 
resulted from the establishment of 
123 new industries and expansions 
of 112 existing industries in the St. 
Louis industria] area during the 
year which ended Nov. 1, 1933, ac- 
cording to the annual report of the 
Industrial Club of St. Louis, which 
was made public yesterday. 

This was an increase of 93.8 per 
cent over the total investment of 
$11,064,550 in the previous fiscal 
year of the club. 

Additional employes required as 
a result of the new industries and 
expansions during the 10 months of 
1933 and the last two months of 
1932 totaled 9839, compared with 
2597 for the previous year, and rep- 
resented an increase of 278.9 per 
cent, the Industrial Club reported. 

Return of beer and repeal of the 
prohibition amendment were credit- 
ed as being the major factor in the 
increase of investments in new in- 
dustries and expansions. The new 
industries included 25 breweries. 

“The return of beer and the soon 
to be expected return of liquors has 
unquestionably made St. Louis a 
focal spot of business improve- 
ment,” the Industrial Club’s report 
States. 


Reclaiming Brewing Fame. 


“As one of the few large brewing 
centers, St. Louis has made very 
definite stides forward in reclaim- 
ing its pristine brewing fame, re- 
entrenching one of its old indus- 
trial leaders with such overwhelm- 
ing enthusiasm that there seems 
little question as to its future. 

“The 15 brewery associations now 
operating employ an aggregate of 
3618 persons, and the 25 companies 
organized in this area to manufac- 
ture beer will eventually employ 
over 5500 persons. Nearly $5,000,000 
has been invested to date in plant 
rehabilitation, new plant construc- 
tion and new machinery and equip- 
ment, and close to $16,000,000 will 
be invested ultimately in the de- 
velopment and expansion of the 
brewing industry. 

“In addition to the brewing 
plants, one winery and three dis- 
tilleries have reported in the St. 
Louis industrial area, representing 
an additional capital investment of 
$632,000. The Research Bureau of 
the Industrial Club has further re- 
ported during the past year num- 
erous distributers of wines and 
liquors as well as affiliated? indus- 
tries which will represent a new 
capital investment of nearly $2,- 
500,000; over 100,000 square feet of 
new floor space constructed, or old 
floor space occupied; and nearly 
2000 additional persons employed. 
In due justice to the industry, it is 
only fair to state that this repre- 
sents only in a small way a true 
picture of the situation, if there 
should be included the many _§ re- 
tail outlets, salesmen, truck driv- 
ers and hosts of others re-employed 
in sales and distribution facilities, 
not to mention the concerns not re- 
ported by the bureau, which cannot 
hope to be all inclusive in assem- 
bling material for its numerous re- 
ports. , 
Fermentation Industry. 

“That the fermentation industry 
constituted the major portion of 
our monthly reports can readily be 
observed by the fact that of $21,- 
442,225 total] capital investment dur- 
ing the past year, $16,455,900 rep- 
resents capital invested by the fer- 
mentation industries; $2,436,000 rep- 
resents capital invested by affiliat- 
ed industries, which leaves only $2,- 
550,325 reported as invested by all 
the other industries represented in 
the St. Louis industrial area.” 

Present indications are that the 
St. Louis industrial area ultimately 
will have a total beer production 
capacity of approximately 6,000,000 
barrels annually, the Industrial 
Club estimtes. Prior to prohibition, 
St. Louis breweries produced 3,- 
000,000 barrels of beer annually, 
and represented a $25,000,000 indus- 
try. 

Total space taken by all the new 
industries and expansion is 4,568,- 
990 square feet, compared with 1,- 
868,380 square feet for the pre- 
vious year, or an increase of 144.5 
per cent. New construction result-

Following the outline of. the 
original play, the characters are 
taken swiftly through the situations 
arising out of the love of a rakish 
lady for two rather unconventional 
young men, Suddenly,. Herr Lu- 
bitsch finds himself in a corner. 
With a chuckle, he substitutes pan- 
tomime for some of the more point- 
ed bedroom jokes. And so it goes 
until the final fade-out when one 
departs with the suspicion that 
Herr Lubitsch has outdone young 
Mr. Coward at his own game. 

So much for the story, now as 
to the cast. Naturally, the director 
was unable to recruit any Alfred 
Lunts, Lynn Fontannes or Noel 
Cowards in Hollywood, so he took 
what Paramount had at hand and 
did very well with them. Miriam 
Hopkins is the lady, Gary Cooper 
and Fredric March are the two 
mad men.

A million workles¢ 
persons as a permanent minimum, 
immovable even by good trade, 
cannot be contemplated with 
equanimity by any well-governed 
country. 

I have always thought that the 
numbers of unemployed in the 
United States, even in good times, 
haye been overlooked and, thus, 
umderstated. If the present un- 
paralleled slump passes away 
without a solution being found 
for this phenomenon of modern 
industrialism, it will have been 
endured in vain. That is why 
there are indications in many 
countries that when the world 
finally recovers, it will be found 
traveling on an orbit different 
from the one which landed it in 
bad, if temporary, trouble in 
1931. 

President Roosevelt in the 
United States, Signor Mussolini in 
Italy, Herr Hitler in Germany, 
Secretary of Agriculture Walter 
Elliott in Britain, and Dictator 
Josef Stalin in Russia are all 
launching out into experiments in 
state control of industry, which 
would have been incredible to 
pre-war Carnegies, Krupps, Mac-

Dizzying New Decrees.

Slang and the V ernacular Called 
Basis of Today’s English Language 


Prof. Walter Barnes of New York University Asserts That Speech 
Is Vehicle for Expressing Meaning Rather Than Grammatical Laws.

tle more than year ago by the National Coun- 
cil of Teachers of English of the monograph, 
“Current English Usage,” has received fresh 
impetus lately as a result of reports, some of 
them inaccurate, of statements made at the 
convention of teachers of English held in De- 
troit. Again editorials are being printed on 
the subject, and the correctness of certain 
expressions has been revived as a topic of 
conversation at dinner tables. 

Since ‘the start of the controversy, teach- 
ers of English who have taken a liberal atti- 
tude toward the question have been accused 


Te controversy over what is and is not 


and they have often been grossly misrepre- 
sented. The latest instance of misquotation 
is the report that a college professoy at the 
convention in Detroit approved the use of 
“It ain’t being done.’’ Of course, he did noth- 
ing of the sort. Only a thoughtlessly and 
hastily prepared news item would have con- 
tained such a statement. : 

What Prof. C. C. Fries, of the University 
of Michigan, who was evidently the professor 
referred to, said was, “Ontstanding scholars 
of the English language repudiate the point 
of view which assumes as the measure of cor- 
rect English traditional eighteenth century 
rules of grammar. Usage is the basis of all 
the correctness there can possibly be in lan- 
guage.”’

Some Distinctions Rather Finical. 


There is nothing heretical about this. It 
does not mean that because some uneducated 
people carelessly say, “It ain’t,’’ the expres- 
sion represents present-day usage. It is doubt- 
ful whether it will ever become acceptable, 
since it is less effective than “‘it isn’t,”’ and 
therefore not useful. 

On the other hand, pedants who still in- 
sist upon the finical distinction between shall 
and will, with which pupils struggle in the 
classrooms only to forget it when they are 
outside, are futilely resisting the course of 
usage, which tends generally toward simplifi- 
cation. Even if we could arrest the develop- 
ment of our speech, as Swift and his con- 
temporaries tried vainly to do, this would be 
undesirable, for new words, new meanings to 
old words, and new construction or arrange- 
ments of words often add freshness and vital- 
ity to our language. Those that do not soon 
die. 

For some years it has been my belief that 
textbooks, curricula in English, practice and 
drill books, tests and general academic opin- 
ion have favored standards and a style in lan-

of Teachers of English published this mono- 
graph is not to be taken as evidence that the 
council as an organization approved the find- 
ings, either in whole or in detail. It is in 
the position of a publishing company which 
issues books containing material which indi- 
vidual members of the firm do not accept. 
The council published the monograph in the 
belief that it was a sound, scholarly study of 
sufficient scientific worth to deserve publica- 
tion and distribution. 

Perhaps the most useful feature of this 
and other studies in every-day usage is that 
they emphasize the importance and accept- 
ability of colloquial speech. In schools, the 
term “colloquial” has most frequently been 
regarded as criticism or condemnation. Yet 
it is manifest that the acceptable language of 
life, that which serves as the medium of 
communication in nearly all the situations of 
our every day existence is prevailingly of the 
colloquial type. It is characterized by loose, 
free-flowing sentence structure, by contrac- 
tions and elisions, and particularly by a style 
which runs naturally and somewhat negli- 
gently into idioms, slang and the vernacular. 
Whatever its faults, it is basically the En- 
glish language, the most democratic, versa- 
tile and useful means of expression and com- 
munication. 


How Schools May Aid. 


The schools can and should have a salu- 
tary and educative effect upon colloquial lan- 
guage. This can be accomplished not by in- 
sistence that pupils shall use in their class- 
room activities only formal or literary speech 
—each warthy in its place—but by discrim- 
ination between desirable and undesirable 
slang, effective and ineffective expressions, 
tasteful and vulgar speech habits. This leaves 
ample opportunity for the fine art of teach- 
ing. It is, I suspect, as difficult to master 
an effective colloquial style—a style both full 
blooded and refined, both natural and 
thoughtful—as the formal or literary style, 
as difficult and much more important. 


One item on the Current English Usage 
list which has been much discussed in the 
press is, “It is me.” Of the judges, 130 
approved this as established usage; ninety-one 
condemned it. Only the business men, of 
which eighteen condemned and five approved, 
would’ place it among clearly illiterate ex- 
pressions. From the eighteenth century, 
grammarians have declared it wrong, but for 
at least fifty years, nearly all authoritative 
scho have accepted it as colloquial usage. 


It is incontrovertibly true, as many critics 
have pointed out, that no one with a sense 
of fitness in words would wish changed the 
beautiful line from the Bible, “It is I; be not 
afraid.” Yet there are times when me seems

In his report on a study of usage to the 
National Council convention in Detroit, Prof. 
Fries pointed out that when there is a con- 
flict between meaning and form, meaning 
may override grammar rules, as in the sen- 
tence, ‘“‘Eleven days of this leave was con- 
sumed.” It is unfortunate that this dictum 
was construed by the newspapers to be an 
indorsement of free use of plural subjects 
with singular verbs, instead of the applica- 
tion of the principle that speech is the 
vehicle for expressing meaning rather than 
grammatical laws. 

It is this principle which justifies expres- 
sive slang. Thowsands of serviceable expres- 
sions, invented because a need for them arose, 
have entered our language through slang; for 
example, filibuster, bluff, well-to-do, and 
boom. The new supplement to the Oxford 
English Dictionary contains graft, once-over, 
dope, foolproof and pussy-foot—expressions 
that once would have shocked conservative 
English scholars. “Chiseler’ will probably ap- 
pear in a later edition, having been dignified 
by use in a speech to the nation by our Presi- 
dent. 

Some ‘slang expressions add vitality to 
speech by their suggestiveness, such as 
“sumption,” “a grind,” “‘to be cornered.” 
“Flabbergast” is more expressive than discon- 
cert. “The girl breezed into the room” is 
more descriptive than “the girl hurried into 
the room.” 


Vote of Teachers on Slang Words. 


Recently a group of graduate students in 
my practical course in the School of Educa- 
tion made an original investigation of slang 
by questioning 200 teachers in New York, 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey on their reac- 
tions to slang expressions submitted by high 
school pupils from nine states. (It is interest- 
ing to note that of the slang words proposed 
245 had already been accepted by the Oxford 
English Dictionary.) 

The teachers who took part in the inves- 
tigation were asked to evaluate 432 slang 
terms as acceptable, trite or forceless, and of- 
fensive. The results showed that the slang 
terms most acceptable to the teachers were 
“nap, fake, stiff upper lip, doublecross,” and 
“booster.” “Bone dry, snappy,” and “broke” 
also ranked high. Some of the terms consid- 
ered most offensive were “‘dago, kike, gutter 
rat, guts, bellyaching” and “can the chin 
music.” Some of the terms voted trite and 
forceless were “bean” for head, “berries” for 
commend, “do tell” and “dough.” 


The study is to be regarded only as an ex- | 
ploratory operation, but it is suggestive of 
what may be done thoroughly, and what 
might valuably be done by more extensive 
and scholarly methods, such as are being used 
by appointed members of the National Coun- 
cil of Teachers of English who are now con- 
ducting careful investigations of usage. The 
more scientific studies that are made into 
the various aspects and tendencies of our 
constantly changing language the better, for 
they have an importance not only for teach+ 
ers of English and makers of books and 
courses of study but also for all who are in- 


terested in effective speech and writing.

T writer is not a convert nor a new enthusiast of the need 


tion for the general welfare. 


Since 1902, when I inaugurated 


a course in industrial law at the University of Macerata, I have said 
to students that the collective contract was to be substituted for ine 
dividual negotiations to re-establish the co-operative equilibrium 
which the Machine had destroyed and that the work of the State in 
establishing such an equilibrium would be indispensable. 


I said, too, that it is a duty of 
industrial law to canalize the as- 
pirdtions of the new age and to 
harmonize for the advantage of 
all. the corporative regime with 
the liberty of work. 

Neither I nor anyone else could 
foresee in those days what an im- 
portant and continued develop- 
ment the corporative ordering 
would assume right in our own 
country, so much so that it be- 
came a principal point of the State 
and the most efficacious instru- 
ment for the resurrection, both 
economic and moral, of the 
Italian people. 

All Europe has come to devote, 
especially in these difficult times, 
the utmost attention to the “Ital- 
ian experiment’; in this manner, 
placing on the road to reality the 
authoritative prediction that in 10 
years Europe will be entirely, 
though in different grades, “Fas. 
cistized.”’ 


Parallel With Fascism. 


Now our attention is turned to} 


the great confederation across the 
ocean (the United States), which 
seemed the least adapted for a 
corporative experiment, and where 
this experiment was received as a 
magic return to- prosperity with 
that ease of hope which typifies 
the American people, afflicted in 
these four years by the greatest 
crisis, by the largest number of 
unemployed, and by the vastest 
freezing of credit in history. 

If such a movement be worthy 
of general study, it is worthy of 
special study by the Italians, who, 
in the light of seven years’ experi- 
ence in a system of economic re- 
construction with a syndical cor- 
porative base, can better than 
anyone else understand the prob- 
lems of the American experiment. 

The fundamental measures are 
contained in two laws, one regard- 
ing agriculture, the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act of May 12, 1933, 
with which we will not concern 
ourselves at present; the other, of 
June 12, called the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act (abbrevi- 
ated as NRA). 

We may trace a parallel be- 
tween the NRA and the organiza- 
tion of the productive activities of 
the Fascist Regime. 

The Government of the United 
States must have preoccupied it- 
self with the state of fierce com- 
petition which had come about 
among the industries, leading 
to ruinous competition on the one 
band and potent monopolies on 
the other; all this in the very 
country where trusts are forbid- 
den but now must be tolerated by 
the NRA itself, otherwise it could 
not realize those concentrations 
of productive forces which form 
the essence of the law. 

These concentrations which are 
deliberated upon by competitors 
voluntarily or ‘imposed by the 
President correspond to the dis- 
positions which are found in 
Fascist legislation with the differ- 
ence that in Fascism they are part 
of a general system of provisions 
and not in themselves given quite 
so much prominence as in the 
American law. 


Italian Laws. 


Obligatory licensing of certain 
special industries and commercial 
organizations can be compared to 
the permit for the institution of 
new industries required now by 
the law of January 12, 1933, in 
Italy.

financial aid in case of sickness. 

There remains unchanged also 
in the NRA the possibility of 
strikes .and numerous cases of 
strikes in some states have taken 
place right during these last 
months. 

(Editor’s note: Strikes have 
been legislated out of existence in 
Italy.) 

‘But perhaps the moment is not 
far distant when a law against 
strikes will 
least advanced, since the injune- 
tions of the American courts in 
this field have up to now had lite 
tle effect. 

The substantial difference 
which denominates the entire 
system is the precarious character 
of the NRA law which is called 
either an emergency or an excep- 
tion—a sort of economic martial 
law, the length of which is limit- 
ed to two years. 

But it is not surprising that a 
serious comparison of the two 
tendencies cannot be achieved 
without full knowledge of the. 
Italian corporate structure which 
is generally disfigured in the 
public opinion of the United 
States. It is not easily undere 
stood because of the deep differ- 
ences in the mental attitudes of 
the . peoples of these two coune- 
tries.

ers to a follower (Gen, Johnson),

Education of a Princess. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
NE grows a trifle bored with the suc- 
EC icnstrs accounts of the fancy expendi- 
tures-of the Princess Barbara Mdivani, 


. whose butlers buttle in cloth-of-gold liv- 


eries. They recall, faintly, the stories of 
the Bourbons of pre-revolutionary France. 
Now, the Princess is no piker, and there 
is no quarrel to be had with spent money. 
Nevertheless, statistics recently published 


by the Post-Dispatch indicate: that per- 


sons enjoying an income between $300,000 
and $500,000 yearly (the Princess draws 
$400,000 out of the five-and-10) spend, or 
are able to spend, only 16 per cent of the 
sum, 17 per cent going in taxes, leaving 
67 per cent unspent, drawing interest 
somewhere. Having a vivid imagination, 
the Princess may do somewhat better 
than this. Very good, All money spent 
is good for trade. 

But this money that the young woman 
does not spend, if it were applied to the 
pay-checks of the girls in her grand- 
father’s red-front stores throughout the 
country, would help to increase the na- 
tional purchasing power,.not to mention 
what it would do for the particular in- 
dividuals. This is, of course, only a case 
in point, the point being that only high 
individual purchasing power can raise the 
standard of living and create a steady 
market for our output of luxurious 
gadgets. 

There is nothing the matter with the 
10-cent stores as stores. Nowhere, per- 
haps, does the buyer get better value for 
his money. Nor need we pass harsh 
judgment on the Princess as an individu- 
al. She simply has no concept of poverty, 
any more than the average person has 
any concept of what it would be like to 
have $400,000 a year.

A TREMENDOUS POWER PROJECT. : 

The Tennessee Valley and Colorado River power 
projects have received greater public attention, but 
the Columbia River development, now quietly begin- 
ning, in time will make the other schemes “look 
like adventures with building blocks,” to quote a 
writer in Barron’s Weekly. It is a power and recla- 
mation scheme surpassing anything ever developed 
in this country, or in the world. The plans are tre- 
mendous in magnitude: a series of dams and power 
plants to utilize the vast but undeveloped resources 
of the Columbia River; a task go great that it can- 
not be completed until about the year 2000; to cost 
a billion dollars, on a self-liquidating basis, so that 
the outstanding debt will never exceed $260,000,000; 
to produce ultimately 8,300,000,000 kwh. of constant 
power; to sell power at 2.25 mills per kwh. (less 
than one-third of the TVA schedule); to reclaim 
1,200,700 acres of farm lands, an area as large as 
Delaware. 

In his speech at Portland, Ore., in the 1932 cam- 
paign, Mr. Roosevelt said the Government would 
undertake this project, so that the country “shall 
forever have a national yardstick to prevent extor- 
tion against the public and to encourage the wider 
use of that servant of the people—electricity.” His 
administration now has drafted the pians, and has 
made a beginning with allotment of $63,000,000 from 
PWA funds for construction of a dam and plant 
at the Grand Coulee, which is in progress. The 
Grand Coulee is a vast gorge, nine times as wide 
as that at Niagara, forming, with the six lakes on 
the river’s course, admirable natural storage facil- 
ities. The second stage of the project envisages rais- 
ing the dam from 251 to 450 feet in height; the 
third, addition of nine subsidiary dams, to increase 
the installed capacity to about 6,000,000 horsepower, 
and development of intensive irrigation works. 

The Columbia, second largest river in the United 
States, has possibilities that make engineers pre- 
dict the rise of a great industrial and agricultural 
empire in the Northwest if its resources are util- 
ized. With a fall of 1000 feet in the State of Wash- 
ington alone, the river has a volume of water, 324 
miles from its mouth, greater than that ofthe Mis- 
souri or the Nile, and drains an area of more than 
259,000 square miles. Variations in flow are slight, 
floods are rare, silt and ice do not occur. 

The resources of its valley are also favorable, as 
regards climate, soil and natural resources. The pres- 
ent population of the three states most intimately 
concerned, Washington, Oregon and Idaho, is only 
3,000,000, but the daring dreamers of the New Deal 
foresee a great increase in population and indus- 
trial activity, which, of course, will be necessary to 
make the plan successful. 

The setbacks of the depression years might have 
made it seem at times that our country’s progress 
had ceased, but the Roosevelt administration holds 
no such discouraging outlook. In such a plan as 
the Columbia project, it expresses its faith in Amer- 
ica, and bears in mind the needs of succeeding gen- 
erations. The magnitude of the scheme is astonish- 
ing, but there are auguries for its success, embraced 
in the New Deal’s fundamentals and founded on the 
country’s ability to overcome depression, and real- 
ize recovery and reconstruction. 

The TVA project already is sufficiently advanced 
to disclose how the Tennessee Valley will be rehabil- 
itated by its workings, and how low-priced power 
can be furnished to communities for miles around. 
The Columbia plan will capitalize on and expand 
the teachings of this enterprise. Prof. Tugwell and 
Secretary Wallace have been expounding the doc- 
trine of retiring marginal farm lands from cultiva- 
tion, to allow concentration on fertile soils, and 
the Columbia Valley may well prove the promised 
land for thousands of farmers who now try to scratch 
a living from rocky hillsides and exhausted soil. 

The decentralization of industry likewise is being 
urged, and the Northwest offers an attractive site 
for this rebuilding. Despite its splendid natural re 
sources, this country has only 41.3 persons per square 
mile, less than one-eighth the number found in many 
parts of Europe. With economic planning and fuller 
development of America’s possibilities, the country 
should be due for a great advance in population. 

The rights of private companies now operating in 
the region have been giving concern to those who 
oppose public ventures into power production. The 
Government’s attitude toward them is indicated by 
what it has just done in the Tennessee Valley, in pur- 
chasing the distribution facilities of several private 
concerns and reaching an agreement with them on a 
live-and-let-live basis, involving in one case at least a 
considerable reduction of rates by a private company. 

Development of low-priced power and full utiliza- 
tion of natural soil fertility are essential for such 
great advances as are augured for America. The 
Columbia River project, developing as: it wili the 
public resources for the public benefit, should help 
tremendously in making these advances possible. 
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Dean Inge is right when he tells England not to 
look to America for aid if attacked by a European 
coalition. And that goes in all the other languages 
spoken on the Continent. 
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WOMEN IN CONGRESS. 


Femininity is marching on in Washington. Last 
year witnessed the elevation of the first woman to a 
President’s Cabinet, Miss Frances Perkins as Secre- 
tary of Labor. Now comes the regular session of 
the Seventy-third Congress, with more woman mem- 
bers than any of its predecessors. The record number 
is nine, one of these being Senator Hattie W. Cara- 
way, twice elected by Arkansas and now serving a 
six-year term. 

Five of the eight woman Representatives are Dem- 
ocrats: Mrs. Mary T. Norton of New Jersey, who has 
served continuously since 1925; Mrs.¢/ Kathryn 
O'Loughlin McCarthy of Kansas, Mrs. Virginia Bllis 
Jenckes of Indiana, Mrs. Isabella S. Greenway of Ari- 


| zona and Mrs, Lallie Conner Kemp of Louisiana, 


whose admittance is in doubt, pending an election 
contest. The three Republicans are Mrs, Florence 
P. Kahn of California, who is second to Mrs. Nor- 
ton in length of service, Mrs. Edith Nourse Rogers 
of Massachusetts and Mrs. Marian D. Clarke of 
New York. 

Montana sent the first woman to Capitol _Hill— 
Jeannette Rankin as Representative-at-large in 1917. 
Miss Alice Robertson of Oklahoma, elected in 1920, 
was the second.

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ARKANSAS BONDS AND HALSEY, STUART. ~- 

In an effort to straighten out the Arkansas bond 
muddle, a special session of the Legislature has been 
called to consider a plan drafted by a State commit- 
tee after conferences with bondholders’ representa- 
tives. It will be recalled that some time ago Ar- 
kansas, finding itself unable to meet fixed charges 
on its bonded indebtedness, undertook a bond con- 
version operation under which, holders of the State's 
highway bonds contended, their contract with the 
State had been repudiated. 

We earnestly hope that a satisfactory settlement 
will now be reached. Meanwhile, we should like to 
call attention once more to a very important aspect 
of the Arkansas situation, which has been neglected 
for some reason beyond our ken. We refer to the 
two conflicting circulars about Arkansas’ financial 
condition, issued by Halsey, Stuart & Co., the invest- 
ment firm heading the syndicate which underwrote 
two issues of Arkansas highway bonds. 

In 1929, Arkansas issued $28,000,000 of highway 
bends and, in the circular distributed to dealers and 
customers by Halsey, Stuart & Co., the following 
figures as to the State’s wealth were set forth: 


Actual valuation, officially esti-

Assessed valuation, 1928....... ..-- 609,720,663 

In 1930, an additional $18,000,000 of highway bonds 
was issued and, in another circular distributed by 
Halsey, Stuart & Co., these figures as to the State’s 
wealth appear: 

Actual valuation, officially 

estimated . . .$3,000,000,000 

Assessed valuation, 1929 .. 1,248,649,700 

In other words, if the literal testimony of the two 
circulars is to be believed, Arkansas was two and 
one-half times richer in 1929 than®it was in 1928. 
But the literal testimony of the two circulars is 
beyond belief. As a matter of fact, the second 
circular contains an obvious and glaring error, name- 
ly: the assessed valuation of Arkansas in 1929, ac- 
cording to the Statistical Abstract of the United 
States, was not $1,248,649,700, but exactly half that 
sum. 

It seems to us that exercise of the most funda- 
mental caution would have caught and corrected this 
error. It was not caught. 

Is no one to be held to account for this? 

The bond buyer is entitled to a true statement of 
the facts, which this certainly was not. Yet an issue 
of $18,000,000 in bonds was sold in 1930 upon this 
representation. 
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END OF A UNIQUE JOURNAL. 

Ed Howe of Potato Hil! has decided to quit the 
avocation he took up in 1911, on retiring from his 
34 years of running the Atchison Globe. So his unique 
personal journal, E. W. Howe’s Monthly, “Devoted 
to Indignation and Information,” comes to an end. 
The plain-spoken old Kansan, now 81 years old, says 
he wants leisure, and writing 20,000 words a month 
to fill the publication “no longer seems worth while.” 

Readers of the Monthly (they included notables and 
plain citizens all over the world) came to know Ed 
Howe’s mind as well as did his intimates. They 
came to know, too, the most conservative of con- 
servative viewpoints. Yet it was a Tory view with- 
out snobbishness, an inborn conservatism that yet 
was nonconformist, for Howe delighted to air his 
religious skepticism and his distrust of all profes- 
sional “good people.” His homely apothegms resem- 


bled those of Lincoln, and Mencken christened him | 


“philosopher of common sense.” 

Author of that perennial classic, “The Story of a 
Country Town,” originator of the “Ed Howe local,” 
whose pattern still brightens the personal columns 
of rural newspapers, he could not retire to slippered 
ease, and the Monthly was his outlet. Replying to 
the Kansas City Star’s inquiry as to whether he 
would now cease writing, he said his opinions would 
henceforth be suppressed, but “I may write a vale- 
dictory of some length. before burning my type- 
writer.” His old friends await that valedictory with

Looking back over the battling years for repeal, 
scanning the war upon its many roaring, blazing 
fronts, observing the various forces which were even- 
tually mobilized into action—surveying the whole 
tempestuous terrain, Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler has 
felt impelled to say who did it.

These reports are good news to those of us who 
like our place names with real flavor. Out this way, 
there are plenty of towns with names which the 
thoughtless younger generation would soon be éseek- 
ing to replace if Hicksville went by the board. Mis- 
souri .and Illinois are dotted with them. Down in 
Douglas County, there are Cross Roads and Brushy- 
knob, both good names, but likely targets for the 
agitators. Anutt, in Dent County; Arab, in Wayne; 
Blue Eye, in Stone; Gang, in Shannon; Huzzah, in 
Crawford, and Impo, in Texas County, are in the 
same category. Still others are Cyclone, Hurricane, 
Kidder and Seventysix, to say nothing of Nixa, 
Minimum and Peculiar. Over in Illinois there are Big 
Foot, Posey, Calhoun County’s Bachtown, and a host 
of others, : 

But since the old settlers are holding the fort at 
Hicksville, the integrity of these distinctive names is 
no doubt safe. May it always be. Huzzah for Hicks-

THE CROSS OF PEACE. By Philip Gibbs.

T of one Capt. Armand Gatieres, who, by 

virtue of his abounding heroisms, 
emerged from the World War with more 
medals, ribbons and crosses than his chest 
could accommodate, only to perish quite un- 
spectacularly as a putative martyr to the 
cause of world peace. “Putative” seems jus- 
tified by a question, which may well remain 
with the realistic reader when the tale is 
finished, as to whether the well-meaning 
Captain was truly a martyr to any clearly 
conceived ‘cause or merely the unfortunate 
victim of a certain soft-headedness that has 
been so commonly mistaken for practical 
idealism in our muddled time as to win the 
Nobel Prize for one of its most egregious pe 
exemplars. 

By way of relieving the anxiety of pros- 
pective customers, it is only fair to say at 
once that the Captain, whether martyr or 
victim, Manages to survive through 343 
pages, thus giving ample time for two court- 
ships, a marriage and a divorce—which is 
good value for the money. 

. . e 


By way of getting at the author’s purpose, 
a brief sketch of the story is necessary. 
Sick-hearted from his war experiences, the 
Captain enters Germany with the Army of 
Occupation, and is billeted with an aristo- 
cratic German family. There is a charming 
daughter, who, in keeping with the post-war 
freedom, woos the chivalrous lodger and 
wins him in spite of his scruples, with results 
mercifully limited to secret osculatory de- 
lights in the dark. After being discovered 
by the old father, who promptly dies of the 
shock, the couple is separated, Armand being 
ordered into the Ruhr with his company. 
Finally released from his hated duty, and 
free once more to enter civilian life, Armand 
learns that the German girl has died from 
a complication of under-nqurishment and 
heartbreake (This idyll of innocent love is 
beautifully done, and the bitter-sweet quality 
thereof lingers far into the story.) 
Armand takes a position as professor of 
history in a French school for boys, and the 
peace problem emerges frequently as a 
matter for class discussion. It becomes the 
dominant, almost the only vital, interest in 
Armand’s life. He is an uncompromising 
pacifist, and his humane reasons for loath- 
ing war are as highly creditable to him as 
they should be obvious to any fairly sane 
human being. .He is already involved in a 
Franco-German pacifist movement when he 
marries Yvonne, the sister of one of his 
students and devoted followers. Yvonne, 
cherishing the blind social prejudices of her 
aristocratic family, has the g-class men-

tality in a pronounced form; but, thanks © 


to the long-circuit of the sex passion during 
the period of courtship, she has been able to 
overlook Armand’s opinions in the interest 
of matters more important biologically.

By now, however, Yvonne is going strong, 
and her usually well modulated voice is be- 
coming noticeably strident. She is pointing 
out the patriotic aspects of the matter, in- 
sisting that to limit French armament is to 
betray La Patrie to the Hun. And, anyway, 
you can't stop fighting in the human race. 
Deprive them of arms and they will go at 
it with rocks or what not. At this point, 
Yvonne's leisure-class papa, now very red in 
the face, interrupts with some highly jingo- 
istic comments not well calculated to restore 
peace—“a word,” so Yvonne remarks, as she 
retires undefeated and with ears hermetical- 
ly sealed, “which leads to conflict between 
husband and wife.” . 

Clearly, the trouble with Yvonne’s argu- 
ment, as compared with Armand’s, is that 
she does not understand the question either. 

The marital strife ends in separation when 
the wife’s brother, a devoted follower of the 
pacifist husband, gets into serious trouble 
with the French Government. This is the 
“cross of peace” which Armand has to bear. 
In the last chapter, his martyrdom is com- 
pleted when he is killed in Germany while 
attempting to defend a Jewish friend and 
fellow pacifist against Nazi gangsters. 


There can be no question about Armand’s 
character as a thoroughly admirable gentle- 
man in the finest sense. He loves his fellow 
men, and his courage is equal to his high 
humanitarian emotions. Neither can there 
be any doubt about the good intentions of 
Yvonne. She is a lady, uncompromisingly 
loyal to the best that her ruling-class mind 
is able to conceive. Nor is she, perhaps, 
much more chuckle-headed, in the last an- 
alysis, than is her husband. 

But Philip Gibbs has sériously undertaken 
to discuss the modern peace problem, and he 
will receive great credit in certain quarters 
for the “noble idealism” of his “hero of 
peace.” But far from representing the peace 
problem in the antagonistic attitudes of Ar- 
mand and Yvonne, he has not even remotely 
approached a statement of the problem, 
which is fundamentally economic. 

One might be led to suppose, from reading 
this novcl, that modern nations go to war 
merely o-:t of a certain moral delinquency, a 
sort of willful cussedness, and that they

JOHN NOBLE, ARTIST, FRIEND 
OF WHISTLER, DIES OF POISON 


Kansan Became Nationally Prom- 
inent in 1922 and 1923 When 
He Won Prizes. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—John No- 
ble, friend of Whistler, internation- 
ally known painter and member of 
the National Academy, died today 
at the age of 59 from a drug pois- 
oning. The drug is a hypnotic used, 
physicians said, in the treatment of 
alcoholism. 

Noble was born in Wichita, Kan., 
and studied at the Cincinnati 
Academy of Fine Arts and later in 
Paris, London and Brussels. He 
roamed the United States, working 
/as a newspaper artist. 

He became nationally prominent 
in 1922, when he won the Salma- 
gundi prize, and in 1923 he took the 
William A. Clark prize awarded by 
the*Corcoran Art Gallery of Wash- 
ington. 

After his European studies, Noble 
worked for some years as a seaman 
along the French coast, fishing for 
sardines.

This observation was made yes- 
terday by George W. Schreech, spe- 
cial agent of the Department of 
Commerce Census Bureau, as he 
set in order his newly established 
office in the Title Guaranty Build- 
ing from which he will direct a 
business census in the southern 
half of Missouri as part of a na- 
tional survey. Enumerators and 
other workers are paid from Civil 
Works Administration funds. About 
460 will be employed in Missouri. 

The extent to which various 
businesses have encroached on oth- 
ers will be one of the facts deter- 
mined by the census, Schreech ex- 
plained. 

Crowding Into New Lines. 

“As the depression became more 
acute,” he continued, “many busi- 
ness men extended their depart- 
ments and stocks in the hope of re- 


‘| gaining the lost volume of business. 


Drug and department stores vied 
with each other in selling bathing 
suits, drugs and scores of other 
items. : 

“Filling stations expanded hot 
dog stands to regular restaurants 
and a dusty box of spark plugs and 
extra light bulbs grew into a full 
stock of accessories. 

“The last survey of this sort was 
conducted for 1929 when business 
was near its peak.

Several enumerators in better 
times were men of large affairs 
making salaries in five figures. 
Each of them is qualified and re- 
sponsible. All information as to in- 
dividual establishments is confiden- 
tial and not obtainable even by 
other Government departments.” 

No Realty Inventory Here. 

The St. Louis census will not in- 
clude a real property inventory 
such as is being made in 62 other 
cities, Schreech announced. Wash- 
ington dispatches had stated that 
such an inventory might be made 
here in connection with the busi- 
ness census. 

Springfield is the only city in 
Schreech’s area in which real prop- 
erty will be surveyed. The purpose 
is to determine types of dwellings, 
the number of persons and families 
occupying them, sanitary facilities 
and other facts useful in determin- 
ing social conditions and planning 
building programs. 

Such a survey in St. Louis would 
provide employment for about 1000 
men, Schreech said.

ter antagonists on the part of 
wronged interests. It is even men- 
aced by the possibility of being 
declared unconstitutional by the 
United States Supreme Court.

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LINDENWOOD COLLEGE 
REVISES CURRICULUM 


Purpose Is to Prepare Women 
More Definitely for 
Life. 


‘ 


Lindenwood College, a school for 
women at St. Charles, has an- 
nounced changes in curriculum that 
are declared to amount to “an abso- 
lute overhauling” of the course of 
study. 

The purpose of the changes is to 
make the college course more defi- 
nitely a preparation for the life of 
the modern woman. The program, 
-which has been approved by .Presi- 
dent John L. Roemer and the board 
of directors, is being worked out 
under the supervision of Dean 
Alice E. Gipson. 

Dean Gipson recently made in- 
quiries to learn whether the pres- 
ent subjects and methods of col- 
lege teaching were best suited to 
prepare women for the life of the 
coming years, in which women may 
have a different economic position 
and more leisure. She asked women 
graduates, .some personally and 
others by correspondence, about the 
value of their college courses in 
preparing them for life. They were 
asked to point to defects in the 
present system of training. 

“College for Women” the Ideal. 

The answers, Dean Gipson says, 
convinced her that, while there 
were numerous women’s colleges, a 
“college for women” was an ideal 
still to be attained. In most cases, 
she believes, the courses of the 
women’s colleges have been pat- 
terned too closely after those of 
mén’s colleges, and of co-education- 
al schools. 

“A woman’s life is not a man's 
life and does not require the same 
educational preparation,” she said. 
“We are going to make our studies 
patterns for living, and we shall ap- 
ply this test to all the present sub- 
jects of study, to determine 
whether, and in what form, they 
shall remain.” 

The first point in development of 
the new Lindenwood curriculum, 
Dean Gipson said, would be “better 
training in the idea of home and 
family life.” 

Other points will be leadership in 
community life, training in national 
history and problems of Govern- 
ment ‘and broad knowledge of 
other countries, with a view to de- 
veloping an understanding of inter- 
national relations. 

“The modern woman’s culture,” 
the Dean said, “must give her an 
interest in worth-while things, and 
an adherence to standards of use- 
fulness and happiness in leisure. If 
a college woman finds her highest 
entertainment in going to a night 
club, something is wrong with her. 

Emphasis on Character. 

“Character building is to be em- 
phasized more than ever, with more 
dynamic teaching of morality, in- 
tegrity, honesty and uprightness. 

“In training for home and fam- 
ily life, there will be courses in 
child development, in the psychol- 
ogy of human relations, in the eco- 
nomics of the household, in artis- 
tic planning and furnishing of 
homes, in heredity and allied top- 
ics. A knowledge of family relations 
is enormously important in a wom- 
an’s education. Most women at 
some time will have charge of their 
own homes or of other homes, and 
the educated woman should not be 
ignorant of the care of the home. 
“In training for community lead- 
ership, the study of municipal prob- 
lems will be taken up, poverty and 
relief; recreation and playgrounds, 
juvenile delinquency, and really in- 
telligent club leadership. The divi- 
sions of national and international 
interests will be developed. The 
study of foreign languages is to 
rank as the door to a study of the 
literatures of other nations.” 

The 1934 catalogue, to appear in 
a few weeks, will outline the plan 
further.

calculations is reached, ie will be 
about $250 per capita in 1935. For- 
midable though this appears, it is 
small when compared with the bur- 
den carried by Great Britain. The 
total public debt of that nation, 
figured at parity of exchange, is 
about $35,500,000,000 or considera- 
bly more than the prospective peak 
for the United States, and the 
British per capita debt is over 
$750. . 

Democratic leaders, in general, 
have received the President’s fig- 
ures with outward complacence, 
while Republicans in many cases 
have expressed themselves as “ap- 
palled” or “shocked.” 

The one group calls attention to 
the great natural wealth of the 
country and the fact that in the 11 
years from 1919 to 1930 the debt was 
whittled down from the war peak 
by $10,000,000,000. The other group 
views with alarm the rapid increase 
in the national debt under the pres- 
ent administration and wonders 
whether the President will be able 
—as he says he will—to stop the in- 
crease 18 months hence. As for the 
current fiscal year, it is pointed out 
that the President’s figures indicate 
the spending by the National Gov- 
ernment of one-fourth of the pres- 
ent total national income of about 
$40,000,000,000. ' 

At the White House there are evi- 
dences of gratification at the calm 
manner in which the country—if 
editorial opinion is any criterion— 
has received the “brutally frank” 
report of the President. There had 
been fears of a shock that would 
have unpleasant repercussions in 
the stock market. 

Deficit Appears Overestimated. 

As the budget figures are stud- 
died, the opinion grows that the 
President has overestimated the 
size of the deficit at the end of 
this fiscal year. If the deficit is 
to reach his estimated total of $7,- 
300,000,000, the Government will 
have to spenr more than $6,000,000,- 
000 from now to the end of June— 
a period of less than six months. 
Unless the President has in mind 
large outlays for purposes as yet) 
undisclosed, it is difficult to see 
how this can be done. 

It is a plausible theory that the 
President, in painting the national 
financial picture in the blackest 
possible tones, desired to head off 
movements in Congress for the ex- 
penditure of further vast sums. 
Senator La Follette,-it will be re- 
called, has been urging the appro- 
priation of $10,000,000,000 for carry- 
ing forward the public works pro- 
gram. Whatever may have been the 
President’s motive, his statement 
has produced in Congress a marked 
disposition to tighten the purse

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Based 
on the present cost of money to the 
Treasury, the interest charge on 
the national debt, if it reaches the 
total of $31,800,000,000 foreseen by 
President Roosevelt in his budget 
message, will be over one billion 
dollars for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1935. 

This charge will be more than 
the total annual cost of the Federal 
Government up to 1917. It is about 
one-fourth of what might be called 
a normal budget for the nation in 
its present stage of development. 

To many Congressmen, the high 
interest charge, whether a billion 
dollars or some lesser figure, that 
must appear in the national budget 
for years to come, is the most dis- 
turbing feature of the prospective 
expenditures ouffined by the Presi- 
dent. 

It should be stated, however, that 
the annual payment of more than 
a billion in interest on the national 
debt is no new thing for the nation. 
In each of the fiscal years 1919, 
1920 and 1921, when the national 
debt ranged from $25,500,000,000 to 
24 billion dollars, interest charges 
computed on the basis of the out- 
standing interest-bearing debt were 
in excess of a billion. 

Basis of Billion Estimate. 

Decreases in the debt, as well as 
lower rates of interest, were re- 
flected in a reduction of the inter- 
est burden to $589,000,000 for the 
fiscal year 1931. For 1932 it rose 
to $671,600,000 and for 1933 to $689,- 
000,000. The current budget esti- 
mates $742,000,000 in interest for 
1934 and $824,348,000 for 1935, but 
these figures do not take account 
of the sums added by the President 
to the detailed estimates of expen- 
ditures for the two years. These 
sums—over one DHlion dollars for 
1934 and two billion dollars for 1935 
}—will, if expended, be reflected in 
additional interest charges. 

The estimate of a billion dollars 
in interest on a total debt of $31,- 
800,000,000 is predicated on an in- 
terest rate of 3.35, the average cost 
of money to the Treasury on June 
30, 1933. The rate has dropped to 
this point from a peak of 4.34 in 
1921. This reduction is due partly 
to refunding operations and partly 
to the increased proportion of the 
debt represented by short-term se- 
cvurities bearing low rates of inter- 
est. Of the total debt of $23,800,- 
000,000 at the first of this calendar 
year, about $7,800,000,000 was short- 
term. Refunding of this short- 
term paper into long-term bonds 
would have the effect, of course, of 
increasing the average annual rate 
of interest paid by the Government. 
On the other hand, there is the 
chance of an offset to this increase 
through a refunding of the 4% per 
cent Liberty bonds still outstand- 
ing. 

Comparison With Britain’s. 
The public debt of the United 
States in 1916 was $12 per capita.

Both financial and political quar- 
ters were frankly staggered by the 
$10,000,000,000 recovery program, 
requiring new borrowing of $6,000,- 
000,000 in the next six months. 

Nevertheless, financial circles 
found much to applaud in the 
budget, and the manner of its pre- 
sentation. It was widely concluded 
that maximum estimates had been 
used, and that any effort to mini- 
mize the price of the recovery pro- 
gram had been carefully avoided. 

Financiers were also improssed 
with the drastic curtailment of the 
extraordinary expenditures indi- 
cated after next June 30, and the 
proposal to return to a definite pay- 
as-you-go policy in 1936. 

One comment frequently heard in 
banking quarters was that if the 
$10,000,000,000 recovery program 
works, it will be cheap even at that 
huge price. If it doesn’t work’?— 
that question generally went unan- 
swered. Some observers felt that 
it might be found to be working 
so well after a few months and 
not all of the appropriation would 
be used. In fact, the figures were 
so large that some banking author- 
ities were dubious that it would be 
possible to spend all of it in the 
time allotted. 

Show Moderate Reaction. 

United States Government bonds 
received the news with a moderate 
reaction, but held up much better 
than they did when they began to 
slip during the flurry of uneasiness 


over the gold policy last Novem- Seen oe 


ber. In fact, only one issue de- 
clined as much as a full point in 
the three market sessions after the 
budget news appeared, and the en- 
tire Federal list held well above the 
lower levels of November.

They found that the new springing 
allows each front wheel to rise ver- 
tically or fall, when striking bumps 
or road obstructions, without dis- 
turbing the other wheel, and min- 
imizing road shocks to both frame 
and body.

The air-foil type front 
fenders are brought low to dover 
chassis details, while the rear fend- 
ers blend with the streamlined tail 
lamps. Headlamps are of tear-drop 
design, with parking lights built 
into the streamline supports. 

All bodies are two inches lower, 
and Fleetwood bodies are two to 
four inches wider in the compart- 
ments. Provision for radio installa- 
tion is made in the center of the 
instrumental panel, 

The new “knee-action” has elim- 
inated the heavy front axle. Each 
front wheel is secured to the frame 
by parallel upper and lower forked 
arms. Simplification is effected by 
employing the upper arms as @ 
means of operating the hydraulic 
shock absorbers and the lower arms 
as a support for the frictionless hel- 
ical springs, which are half the 
weight of equivalent semi-elliptical 
springs and give a softer, easier 
ride.

Numerous Refinements. 
_ There are many refinements in 
engine design. For! smoother per- 
formance, crankshafts and cylinder 
heads are heavier. The carbureter 
intake is now through the radiator 
core top, lowering intake tempera- 
tures as much as 100 degrees Fehr, 
and feeding more air to the engine. 
This has the effect of a supercharg- 
er and gives more power. Compres- 
sion has been increased. Dual valve 
springs are now used in the V-8 as 
well as in the V-12 and V-16, in- 
creasing power at higher speeds.

Headquarters Grants Reduction 
in Fees to Boys Who 
Join Saving Club. 


The Campers’ Saving Club, which 
helps Boy Scouts going to the sum- 
mer camp at Irondale to save 
money on their camp expenses, was 
formed last week at Scout Head- 
quarters. Boys joining in January 
have $1.50 on the $14 fee; boys join- 
ing in February save $1.

and completely Diesei powered, is the most 
modern move in this direction. Every one 
of these “silk liners would be at least the 
equivalent of a cruiser in time of war. 
They must be regarded as highly useful 
and powerful units of the Imperial Japanese 
Navy. The United States has nothing to 
compare with them, and, counting them as 
one must, Japan not only leads the United 
States in cruiser power, but possesses a very 
long lead indeed. 

The day of the stack has passed. It 
will endure only until ships become com- 
pletely Dieselized. The German “pocket 
battleships’ are Diesel powered; even now 
they can cruise three-quarters of the dis- 
tance around the world without refueling. 
All other non-Diesel military ships must re- 


fuel at sea from tankers every few thou- 


sand miles, and oftener if military action or 
maneuvers happen to use up fuel in making 
smoke screens or steaming at highest power. 

The day of the high mast has passed, 
for there is no sensible use for it. It is 
not required in navigation, for navigation 
is now largely automatic. If a ship steams 
into doubtful waters, it can run up a tele- 
scopic mast. The same mast can be used, 
if necessary, for long-range radio transmis- 
sion, if that be deemed necessary. 


ENCE, we get closer to the water, just 
. das an efficient swimmer keeps as much 
of his body as possible ih the water. 

We, in fact, approach the status of 
submarine, even in the surface vessel, and 
in time of peace. 

In time of war, the first lesson any 
nation will learn will be the useless tragedy 
of attempting to use anything but sub- 
marines, or semi-submarines for either its 
military purposes or its trade. Ships above 
the water will only invite destruction, even 
from inferior enemies. 

The nations of the world now see this, 
and the construction of submarines is at 
this moment proceeding almost as rapidly 
es during the war days, outside the United 
States. 

The merchant submarine will, during a 
future war, go “de luxe,” and will provide 
fine, comfortable quarters with air-condi- 
tioning apparatus, motion pictures, dancing, 
excellent cuisine and, in fai, everything to- 
day's liners provide. 

The submarine merchantman is entirely 
safe when intelligently handled, and should 
he able to escape capture or injury by an 
enemy at sea. I refer the reader to the 
case of the U-Deutschland, in which I had 
the honor to serve. On both of our home- 
ward cruises from the United States, we

started out to sea right in the face of whole 
flotillas of Allied men-of-war, actually 
waiting for us, and aided by spies on Amer: 
ican soil who informed the enemy ships 
by signals that we were coming out. They 
knew the comparatively narrow channels a 
submarine could use in standing out to 
sea. They tried their best and they used 
all their scientific devices, but they couldn't 
pick us up. In fact, we watched their 
efforts on several occasions. 

The submarine mercantile vessel is a 
certainty in any future first-class naval war. 
In the Pacific, especially, this is true, for 
the Pacific is made to order for submarine 
work. Submarine mercantile shuttle lines, 
on regular schedule to colonial possessions 
and neutral ports, or Allied ports, are as- 
“sured. Even back in war time we of the 
German merchant submarine service our- 
selves planned to put finer merchantmen 
in the underseas after the Deutschland had 
been used to train crews and gain mer- 
chant expefience. 

The U-Deutschland really ushered in an 
epoch and we of the Deutschland’s com- 
pany are proud it came in with a German 
ship. The Deutschland was the first sub- 
marine of any kind to cross the Atlantic 
alone, and first also to cross it with a cargo. 
She made two complete voyages as a mer- 
chantman, and then another fitted out as a 
war submarine, her name having then been 
changed to that of U-155. Had the United 
States not entered the war, our Submarine 
Mercantile Service, organized by President 
Alfred Lohmann of the Ocean Navigation 
Company, would have had a number of 
merchant submarines sailing on regular 


schedules. 


VEN our war submarines were quite 

safe; the only submarines we lost in mil- 
itary action were those in which we were 
compelled to break up and dilute veteran 
crews to make crews for other ships. Where 
we could keep a ship's company together a 
‘year, we figured they would never be lost 
or captured. But awkwardness crept in 
when our rapid expansion began. It takes 
a number of years to make a good sub- 
marine man. Hence, any nation expecting 
to build up an efficient submarine service 
after war begins, can expect unfortunate 
results. 

What would be possible today, in the 
way of submarine operations, may be dimly 
seen by what we were about to inaugurate 
in 1918 with our old war-time equipment, 
when the revolution in Germany took our 
naval weapon from our hands. We had 
complete plans ready for sending out four 
submarine cruisers accompanied by a sub- 
marine supply ship <imilar to U-Deutsch- 
land, and carrying not only reserve supplies, 
but reserve officers and men! These men 
were to rest in the mother submarine and 
await duty in the active military craft. 

These four submarine cruisers and their 
mother ship were to proceed around the 
world to Nagasaki, Japan, and remain off 
that port, destroying Japanese shipping. A 
similar squadron was to proceed to San 
Francisco and Los Angeles, and perform a 
like job. That gives some idea of what 
could be done even in those old days. It 
isn't so very hard for even the layman to 
surmise what might be possible with today's 
big submarine cruisers. The crews for 
those expeditions were in training and they 
talked of sending their suitcases into San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and Nagasaki—and 
suitcases, in this instance, meant big shells. 

Los Angeles and San Francisco may re- 
ceive the surprises of their lives in a future 
war, for this is what undoubtedly will hap- 
pen. Other Pacific nations even are going 
so far as to prepare the psychology of their 
people for such unhappy events, as well a 
their military establishments. These attacks 
on morale will be a great deal worse tha.’

He hired engi.eers to bore for gold 
and precious. metals, footing a huge 
bill which, as might have been antici- 
pated, was a dead loss. He made 
every effort to develop the tourist 
trade, building a comfortable and pre- 
tentious hotel and taking the surplus 
guests into his own “palace.” But vis- 
itors were forced to pay, much against 
their will, a landing fee of une sbhil- 
ling, possibly as a token that they 
had left England and were entering a 
sovereign domain of the Crown. Geol- 
Ogists, : tiquarians and ornithologists 
were encouraged to come to Lundy to 
study its unusual structure, history 
end bird life. All their expenses while 
they were on the island were paid by 


Harman. The king himself lived in 
frugal simplicity. He crossed the 
channel in his own yacht, the Lerina, 
by no means a luxurious craft. The 
manor house was furnished with the 
utmost economy, though not bare or 
uncomfortable. Harmon was an 
ascetic, but not fanatically so. 

No better illustration of the man’s 
tastes can .be given than the quiet 
ceremony of his wife’s funeral in 
1931. On her death bed she had ex- 
pressed a wish to be buried in the tiny 
windswept graveyard on Lundy—the 
resting place of kings, pirates, smug- 
glers and hundreds of nameless sail- 
ors whose ships had foundered on the 
outer reefs. 

Mrs. Harman wanted to be buried

After his wife’s 
death, Harman's auto- 
cratic individualism 
brought him in opposi- 
tion to the government 
of a somewhat larger 
igland—known as En- 
gland—just off Lundy’s coast. He had 
decided to issue his own stamps and 
coinage, basing his claim t: this pre- 
rogative on the consideration that he 
was sovereign of a self-governing do- 
minion. 

The coins were known as puffins, 
since Lundy is the Danish name for 
the puffin, a bird which frequents the 
island during certain parts of the 
year. It might be added in passing 
that the puffin is a sort of auk, a little 
larger than a pigeon, with its forehead 
on the back of its head and a collar 
round its neck. The male is peculiar 
in that it develops a horny structure 
over its eyes and beak during the mat- 
ing season. The female lays only one 
egge—in any convenient hole—and 
pushes her offspring over the edge of 
a cliff to teach them to fly—or swim. 

The puffin coins created quite a stir 
when the test case was tried in a lit- 
tle court at Biddeford. Harman was

rency contrary to the statutes of the 
Coinage Act of 1870, but he refused 
to admit the jurisdiction of a Court 
of the Crown and deliberately walked 
out during the hearing, only return- 
ing when threatened with dire punish- 
ment. On being fined about £5 and 
court costs, he appealed the case. He 
argued his own case before some of 
England’s gnost eminent jurists. 

The British Crown, he pointed out, 
levies no taxes or duties or customs or 
excise on the Island of Lundy. What- 
ever levies were made were made by 
the owner, its “absolute monarch,” 
and there was no such thing as a reg- 
ister of births, deaths and marriages. 

“Even in cases of sudden death 
there is no inquest beyond an inquiry 
which I, Martin Coles Harman, the 
sole ruler of Lundy, might make.’’ He 
desired that the case be referred to 
King George for His Majesty’s own de- 
cision. 

Justice McKinnon, sitting with the 
Court of Appeals, then inquired as to 
the delivery and dispatch of letters. 
The King of Lundy answered:

Sir William Jowett, K. C., the At-- 
torney-General, remarked that Lundy 
appeared to be the one spot which had 
been overlooked by the income tax 
authorities, and suggested that this 
might be investigated. 

“If the British authorities care to 
do this, I might be able to recover 
several thousands of pounds, as the 
island is run at a loss,’’ was the 
prompt reply. 

Thougb the court quashed Harman's 
appeal, the King of Lundy could not 
be overawed by the imposing legal tal- 
ent arrayed against him. Fivally he 
was forced to withdraw the puffin 
from circulation after a fight which 
cost him $100,000. He continued to 
issue his stamps, however, and also 
ran his own postoffice on the island. 

Harman is still unvanqgtished in 
spirit after his conviction. From his 
cell he has announced that ‘‘as soon 
as this bother is over,” he will resume 
business and ‘‘get even with’’ his ene- 
mies. But the monarchy of Lundy is, 
alas, 1 thing of the past. The island 
has just been sold to satisfy the de-. 
posed ruler’s creditors. : 
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Lord Oxford and Asquith.

LONDON. 
O read affectionate 
letters written by 
one’s husband to 
another woman isa 
curious sensation, 
no doubt, at any 
time. But to read 
them after they 
have been pub- 
ished for all the 
world, wondering what secrets the 
next page will disclose, is what few 
women will envy Margot, Lady Ox- 
ford and Asquith, widow of the il- 
lustrious wartime Prime Minister. And 
London society is curiously speculat- 
ing as to Lady Asquith’s reactions, 
which, thus far at least, she has kept 
scrupulously to herself. 

The book came out just the other 
day under the innocuous-seeming ti- 
le, ‘‘H. A.: Letters to a Friend. 1915- 
1922.’ It was the correspondence of 
Lord Asquith, addressed to Mrs. Ro- 
land Harrisson, widow of a major in 
the British Army who was killed in 
action during September, 1917. Its 
publication revealed a deep platonic 
friendship which was suspected by 
few, if any, of the stateman’s friends. 
Such adisclosure might be an ex- 
tremely embarrassing experience fora 
prominent dowager. 

For Lady Asquith, however, it is 
probably more novel than distressing. 
She has little fear of publicity, even 
of the most revealing character. Just 
about a year ago, influenced perhaps 
by the fact that her husband, who died 
in 1928, left $12,000 of an estate to- 
taling only $44,600 for the education 
of Mrs. Harrisson’s two children, Lady 
Asquith released for publication, at a 
very stiff price, the letters which Her- 
bert Henry Asquith had written her, 
his “darling Margot,’’ during their 
courtship. This latest addition to her 
late husband's published correspond- 
ence will therefore seem a just retalia- 
tion to those who, at the time, criti- 
cised her for her unconventionality, 
her ‘‘poor taste’’ and her disregard for 
the accepted forms of proper senti- 
ment. 

The love letters which the Earl had 
written his wife, who has become 
known to the public at large as ‘‘Mar- 
got,’ illumined with a new radiance 
one of the fine figures of the English 
political world. Acquith’s abilities as 
a lover have served to ‘arouse more 
personal sympathy for the man than 
his most astute actions as a statesman. 
Scullery maids and duchesses alike 
would be inclined to kindle to such 
words as: : 

“Darling Margot ...I want to tell 
you in the simplest words how truly 
I love you, and how that love grows 
and deepens every day, as I realize 
more and more the wealth and beauty 
of your nature, and the priceless value 
of what you have given and will give 
me. . All that I am or can be is 
yours and yours only and yours al- 
ways, my true love,”’ 

Lady Asquith was scarcely the sort 
of person to be embarrassed by any 
further revelations. She herself in 
her autobiography, published in 1920, 
described meeting Herbert Asquith, 
then Home Secretary and a strong 
proponent of woman suffrage, at a 
dinner in the House of Commons. As- 
guith was then married to the daugh- 
ter of a Manchester surgeon. He was, 
it will be remembered, ‘he son of a 
clothing manufacturer, of distinctly 
middle class origins, while Margot, 
who was a member of the exclusive 
coterie called “The Souls,’’ was a 
leader of the inner circle of aristo- 
cratic London society.’ 

‘*‘Marriage,’’ she remarks, ‘‘was not 
the austere purpose of either of our 
lives. 

“After dinner we all walked on the 
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Terrace and I was flat- 
tered to find my new 
friend by my side... 
we retired to the dark- 
est part of the Terrace, 
where, leaning over 
the parapet, we gazed 
into. the river. 
When we finished our 
conversation the Ter- 
race was deserted and 
the sky light.’’ 

They saw each other 
“constantly,’’ and when 
Margot discovered he 
was married, she met 
his wife and apolo- 
gized for having had 
Asquith to dinner 
without asking her. 

“You must come 
with him,’’ she said, 
“whenever it suits 
you.” 

After the death of 
this first wife, they 
were married and 
lived congenitally to- 
gether and actively in 
their several spheres. 
Margot gave up some 
of her activities in the 
hunting field, the the- 
ater, the literary 
world, while Asquith 
undertook a more s8o- 
cial life than he had 
hitherto led. She once 
described him in the 
Post-Dispatch as ‘‘just 
a lovable, clumsy fel- 
low, about whom a lot 
of nonsense has been 
written.’’ But he has 
been portrayed by A. 
G. Gardiner, once ed- 
itor oOfe the London 
Daily News, as a mag- 
nanimous man, “a 
model of dignity and 
public spirit’ who 
‘‘will take his place 
among the most illus- 
trious of British Prime 
Ministers.”” And that 
is the opinion which 
may go down in his- 
tory. 

He will also be re- 
membered as a man whose relations 
with women were conducted on the 
highest emotional and ethical plane. 
The Letters to a Friend will do little 
to destroy that picture. His son 
Cyril has been quoted as saying: 

“From Margot he was too seldom 
separated after marriage to write to 
her regularly . . but he discovered 
a need for some receptive and sympa- 
thetic female intelligence, outside the 
circle of his family, to whom he could 
communicate as a matter of routine 
and spontaneous overflow of thought 
or humor, or fancy or of emotion. A 
whole succession of women friends 
responded to this need.’’ 
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less note that his Lordship was a 

thorough feminist, one who de- 
pended on the exhilerating contact of 
clever and attractive young women. It 
has been said that he was never entire- 
ly at his ease with members of his own 
xex, and this, with his known enthusi- 
asm for the cause of suffrage (clamor- 
ous issue at the time of his becoming 
Prime Minister), will throw a reveal- 
ing light on his personal story. 

The letters to Mrs. Harrisson were 
his recreatig® during the period of his 
greatest political and diplomatic 
struggles. The World War had 
broken out a year before he met Hilda 
Harrisson and their friendship coin- 
cided with the bitterest passages of 
Asquith’s virulent and eventually un- 
successful contest with Lloyd George. 
In letter after letter a phrase from 
Hamlet keeps cropping up: 
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“The time is out of joint, O 

cursed spite 

That ever I was born to set 

it right.’’ 
And once he adds the com- 
ment, ‘“‘Perhaps I wasn't.”’ 

Besides numerous references 
to the current political develop- 
ments, the collection brings 
much of Asquith’s personal ex- 
perience into clearer focus. The 
letters begin while Mrs. Harris- 
son’s husband is at the front. 
From the stage of friendship 
when Asquith addresses her as 
“‘My dear Mrs. Harrisson,” and 
closes, ‘‘Very sincerely yours, 
H. H. Asquith,” they proceed 
through gradations of intimacy 
to the salutation, ‘Dearest,”’ 
and the signature, “Ever your 
loving and devoted H. H. A.”’ 

When Major Harrisson was killed 
in action, Asquith expressed his 
sympathy in a note that illustrates 
tellingly the character of their rela- 
tions: 

“Dearest: I have just heard your 
terrible news. It must have happened 
while I was out there. That you of 
all women should be called upon to 
face this cruel desolation of your life 
is to me all but unthinkable. My 
heart bleeds for you and I would give 
more than I can tell to be able to put 
a healing finger on your brow.” 

Another letter, written after As- 
quith’s defeat, tells even more.

The entire correspondence reveals 
the weaknesses of a strong man whose 
life was spent in a succession of bat- 
tles and monumental difficulties. It 
is natural, therefore, to find a descrip- 
tion of ‘‘a blackguardly passage’ in 
one of Lloyd George’s speeches in the 
same letter which ends, “I miss you 
terribly.” Hilda Harrisson was privi- 
leged to be the confidential witness 
of what transpired behind the scenes 
during a crucial period in English his- 
tory. For her private perusal Asquith

chronicles his personal opinion of 
Lloyd George, his intimate lunch- 
eons with the Royal Family, King 
George’s fear that he will be un- 
able to remain on the throne, his own 
disgust with a fashionable wedding 
ceremony and his fear that thieves 
had broken into the ministerial resi- 
dence in Downing street and stolen 
the letters between him and Lloyd 
George which were unexpectedly pub- 
lished in 1916. 

The woman to whom the privilege 
of this glimpse behind the scenes was 
given is a charming brunette, gray- 
eyed and animated. She was perfectly 
willing to supplement the correspond- 
ence with a press interview. 

‘‘He was an inspiration to me,’’ she 
said. ‘It was not his position or his 
political power that attracted me. It 
was his tremendous personality. We 
had nothing in common so far as poli- 
tics were concerned, but we seemingly 
had definite mutual interests in litera- 
ture and art. 

“His extensive knowledge of books 
and writers fascinated me, and the 
information he imparted enriched my 
mind in every way. We corresponded 
regularly after our first meeting, 
and on every possible occasion we 
saw each other and talked for hours 
on all sorts of subjects which in- 
terested us. 

‘‘He had the most profound enthu- 
siasm for pictures. I used to take him 
around the galleries and the new 
shows in London. On all our expedi- 
tions he was a delightful companion. 
These excursions took him away from 
the worry of Whitehall. At other 
times we would play golf. It was one 
of his favorite games. 

‘So our friendship carried on. When 
I did not see him he kept writing to

In 1929 she an- 
nounced that she would charge five 
guineas (about $26) for consultations 
on “matters of taste in furniture, col- 
or and decoration.” Despite such gal- 
lant efforts, she was forced to sell 
her $50,000 country place in Berk- 
shire last February. At the time, she 
admitted that her circumstances were 
“difficult.” 

“But for my writings,’’ she said, 
“and small annuities, I would have 
had to abandon my London house, 
too. It is impossible for anyone to 
realize how difficult it is, after living 
on the scale I have done for so man)

Allied naval vessels up to 40 miles 


away by simply picking up their 
high masts. Our submarines, 
moreover, carried marine en- 
eineers who knew accurately what 
all ships should be like, and when 
a camouflaged ship came into view 
it couldn't with its camouflage 
fool these engineers. 


HE future naval vessel must, 
imperatively, be of low vis- 
ibility in its physical con- 
struction.

This seems to hint that everything 
will eventually be Dieselized, and 
that is the way it should be for 
economy, for a long cruising radi- 
us and for simplicity and safety 
when a battle -is in progress.
